Foktress Monroe and Its Surroundings. 
Mr. Editor :—Who does not recollect tho great 
anxiety which prevailed at tho time of the de¬ 
parture of the Fourth Regiment for Fort Monroe, 
lest that great stronghold should fall into the 
hands ofthe enemies of tho Union ere tho troops 
reached their destination? From what I heard and 
saw at a visit to the Fort, last week, there is abun¬ 
dant reason to heliove that but for tho early arri¬ 
val of those brave troops, that far-famed fortress 
would soon have been in the hand3 of the rebels, 
and once there it would have cost thousands of 
men to havo retaken it. 

Of tho various descriptions of this fortress 
which I have read, all have been void of ono im. 
portant point, viz., its locality. The general im¬ 
pression is that it commands the mouth of tho 
Chesapeake; but tho voyageur who expects to 
find it there is not a littlo surprised when he learn3 
that it is nearly twenty miles distant. 

The great importance of this fortress lies in its 
commanding tho passage up and down tho Chesa¬ 
peake- at a point about nine miles below the 
mouths of the Elizabeth and James rivers. The 
width of tho Chesapeake at this point is less than 
three nnd a half miles; and large vessels have to 
come quite near tho fort ero they pass up or 
down. 

The side of the fort which faces tho sea lias ono 
tier of easement guns and a row of barbette guns; 
but on the landward side tho only defence is the 
barbette guns. Neatly all of these guus havo 
been mounted by the Massachusetts Fourth Regi¬ 
ment; the precise number which nre in position I 
do not recollect; but there are platforms for about 
two hundred. Theeo guns aro all of very great 
calibre,—some of them carry ten-inch shot and 
shell. 

Inside the fort arc several dwelling houses and 
barracks for tho officers and men. Outside, there 
is a hotel, a market, soveral dwelling and storo 
houses, a saloon, a machino shop, etc. The ho¬ 
tel is at present occupied as a hospital. On the 
piazza were a large number who had been wound¬ 
ed in the Great Bethel fight; among them I no¬ 
ticed two of Duryce’8 Zouaves; each ono had lost 
an arm, nnd yet the poor fellows appeared to he 
in fine spirits. 

Seeing a crowd around the door of the “mar¬ 
ket,” I was tempted to look in; but nothing 
was visibio except Jim. At a little distanco from 
tho "market’’ is the Saloon (so called); the keeper 
advertises lager, ice-water and lemonade. Being 
thirsty, I called for lemonade; and instantly a 
glass was put in my ljands. I thought it had a 
strange color, and different tasto from the bever- 
ago of the same namo which wo havo in tho 
North, and my curiosity prompted mo to look 
into tire vessel from which it had been taken; 
and wbat was my surpriso, when I discovered it 
to bo a beef barrel! “De punch sour, massa? 
Here’s more sugar.” 

nAltl’TON. 

Hampton is an old country town—the village 
is about two miles from the"fort, and in a north¬ 
westerly direction. I was informed that at the 
time of tho arrival of the Massachusetts troops, 
the secessionists were holding a meeting “to see 
if it bo expedient to bum the town;” fortunately, 
before they could act upon the matter, a report 
came that tho troops worn close at hand, and the 
rebels fled beforo lighting the torch. At a little 
distance beyond tho town is a breastwork which 
has been thrown up by tho "everlasting nigger." 
The pickets extend about half a mile beyond tho 
breastwork, and generally, tho sentinels aro sta. 
tioned in tho cornfields or bushes. It is a bonuti- 
ful sight to see tho glistening bayonets moving to 
and fro among tho bushos, while tho sentinel is 
entirely hid. 

At night tho cry " Who goes there?" is often 
heard; and not unfrequently the report of a gun 
immediately follows the challenge. The sleeping 


soldiers aro instantly on thoir feet, and if groans ; 
too powerful to be human are beard, the soldiers 
know that some unfortunate hog has tried to pass 
tho sentinel without giving tho countersign. 

At Hampton is cx-Presidcnt Tyler’s summer 
residence; it is now the headquarters of a New 
York regiment. In the flower garden isan agency 
for tho salo of lager beer, and all the German sol- ] 
diers who are off duty can always be found 
thero. The house is by far the best looking one 
which I saw in Hampton,—and that is not saying 
much. About midway between Hampton and 
Fortress Monroo were encamped Duryee’s (not 
Duryca) Zouaves. This regiment was composed 
of tho finest body of men I ever saw. 

NEWPORT NEWS. 

Newport Nows is about eight miles from Fort 
Monroe, and in a westerly direction. It is at tho 
mouth of the James River. My time at Old Point 
being limited, I was unable to visit this place, but 
from tho soldiers I learned that it is strongly for¬ 
tified. 

sewat-l’s toint. 

. This noted place is threo and one-third mites 
ftom Fortress Monroe, and is the nearest land to 
tho Fort on the opposito side of tho bay. With 
the naked eye nothing but donso woods can be 
seen; they appear to grow very near tbo water’s 
edge. With tho telescope great banks of sand 
can be seen among the trees. This has evidently 
been thrown up by tho action of tho sea. The 
batteries at this place are on tho side of the point 
which is invisible from Fort Monroe. From New¬ 
port News the batteries are, I believe, easily dis¬ 
cernible. Steamboats come down most every 
day from Norfolk to Sewall’s Point, and come out 
in plain sight of tho dozen war ships which lio 
about Old Point, yet none of these vessels ever 
disturb them I 

RIP RAPS. 

In order to assist Fort Monroo in commanding 
the passage up and down the Bay at Old Point, 
a fort was ordered to bo built out in tbo shoal 
water, about three-fourths of a mile from the land. 
When partly finished it began to sink, and went 
down many feet. It was rebuilt, and sunk as be¬ 
fore; and finally it was abandoned. This place is 
called the Rip Raps; nor does it belie its namo. 

It being about lmlf a mile nearer Sowall’s Point 
than Fort Monroo, Sawyer’s guns are mounted 
there, and occasionally throw shells over among 
tho batteries at Sewali’s Point. 

THE OREAT GUNS. 

Who has not heard of tho Floyd and Union 
guns? The former is temporarily mounted on 
the beach at Old Point, where experiments wore 
mado with it a year or two ago. Tho solitary 
sentinel with loaded gun and fixed bayonet will 
allow no one to come within a rod or two of it. 
This gun carries a ball of fifteen inches. Its ox- 
tremo range has never been ascertained. Tho 
Union gun has recently arrived at the fort, and 
close to tho beach whore it was unloaded. This 
gun is rifled and carries a shot, I should judge, 
of about ten inches in diameter. I was told at 
Washington that these guns were to bo mounted 
on tho Rip Raps. They will lie as useless there 
as in their present position. 

I.ntc in tbo afternoon ofthe 17 th instant, the 
steamer S. R. Spaulding weighed anchor, and a 
couplo of hours inter I had lost sight of the Gib- 
ralter of the Western world. u. p. t. 

Cambritlyc. 

Tiie Public Lands. A writer in the last 
North American Review furnishes an interesting 
account ofthe public lands of the United States, 
and the action Congress lias taken from time 
to time in regard to this vast domain. lie 
states the area of public lands yet unoccupied in 
tho limits of the United States amounts to up¬ 
ward of one million four hundred and seventy- 
eight thousand square mites; a surface out of 
which thirty-seven States may bo formed as 
large as tlio State of- Ohio. Of this area tho 
Indian title is extinguished to ohly about an 
eighth part, and the remainder is therefore not 
yet subject to settlement. After a review of tho 
whole subject, the writer argues in favor of the 
“homestead principle,” and says it is entitled to 
a fair trial, and tho sooner it is tried tho bettor. 
He thus concludes: 

Every one knows that the commerce of our sea¬ 
board cities diffuses its influence to the remotest 
limits of the country. Just as widespread is the 
benefit of agriculture; nnd while its genial labors 
conduce to those virtues which aro tho ornament 
and security of society, its multiplied products 
increase the common plenty and invigorate tho 
strength of the nation. Tho three great powers 
of Europe—England, Franco, and Russia—are 
expending millions upon millions of money in tho 
i development of the industrial resources of their 
vast territorial possessions. The extremos of cli¬ 
mate cease to bo an obstacle in the pathway of 
their enterprise. In the construction of canals for 
irrigation and railroads for transportation, they 
aro converting vast areas into productive planta¬ 
tions. And they will seek to turn the emigration 
of Europe to those new fields of labor. In these 
conquests of peace, compared with which the tri¬ 
umphs of war aro empty and barren, they will 
restore opulence to the Old World, and rear a do¬ 
minion exceeding all the wonders of the ancient 
East in majesty and grandeur. Shalt our country 
lag behind in the great work of physical develop¬ 
ment? Shall wo go on expending millions of dol¬ 
lars annually in sustaining military posts on tho 
frontier,—posts which aro inadequate to protect 
overland travellers against tho depredations of 
wandering and hostile tribes of Indians,—and 
leave our wide, imperial domain unoccupied and 
unsettled? Rather let us adopt tho more truly 
economical policy of encouraging their early set¬ 
tlement. _ 

“Our River.” The New England Poet, John 
G. "Whittier, whose songs so beautifully sketch 
the scenery and the history of the Merrimac val¬ 
ley, wrote the poem to bo found on the first page 
today, for tho Ashby picnic at tho Laurels. It 
fiist appeared in print in tho Atlantic Monthly. 

It will be read with pleasure, and every dweller 
upon tiie river will thank tho bard for tho praise 
—the well merited praise—he bestows upon our 
beautiful stream. His allusion to Brissot will be 
understood, when it is remembered that the young 
Frenchman visited this locality and was so im¬ 
pressed with the scenery that ho did not fail often 
to mention it on his return to France; as Whittier 
says, itfrcscocd, in his sleep, his prison walls with 
gladness. We who have lived upon its banks 
may less appreciate the gentle and beautiful Mer- 
rinmc; but Bayard Taylor, after he had visited the 
noblest rivers of every quarter of the globn, 
standing upon Powow Hill and looking over our 
city and over the benches to the sea, affirmed that 
Iris eyes never beforo beheld such quiet loveliness. 
(Newburyport Herald. 

A Novel Business. The Paris correspond¬ 
ent of the London Express says : “A company lias 
just been started, oil strictly High Church princi¬ 
ples, for the sale of a newly-invented winding- 
sheet for burials. ‘It is high time,’ says the pros¬ 
pectus, ‘that man, on quitting this life, should 
cease to be friglit<ul or ridiculous; lie is frightful 
if wrapped in a common sheet, and ridiculous if 
dressed in liis ordinary mundane attiro. The 
newly-invented winding-sheet supplies a desidera¬ 
tum; the religious emblems with which it is or¬ 
namented make it a costume tho aspect of u'hicli 
inspires nothing but feelings of consoling resigna¬ 
tion.’ The company promises 30 per cent, divi¬ 
dends, N. B. Table linen is also supplied by tho 
company on tho most moderate terms.” 

A Great Firf. of Former Days. Baker, in 
his “Chronicle," says that tho greatest fire that 
ever happened in London, previous to that of 
lCfifi, was in the 20th of William I, or 10S6, which 
had as its scene London Bridge, and commenced 
on the Southwark side, and consumed all the 
houses from the west to the east gate. By some 
accident the fire extended in such directions as to 
hem in the numerous crowds that were assembled 
to help the distressed, when the poor sufferers, to 
avoid the flames, throw- themselves over the 
bridge into tho barges and boats; but many of 
there sinking by people crowding into them, and 
! others missing them, 3000 wore drowned in the 
! Thames.

Washington, 23 d. Our losses have been greatly 
exaggerated. It is now well ascertained that the 
killed fell short of 1000. 

The rebels did not follow our retreating forces 
after passing Bull’s Run. 

Col. Einstein, ofthe Pennsylvania 2Gth, returned 
to the battlefield about 11 o’clock on Sunday 
night and brought off six pieces of artillory, 
which he delivered to the commanding officor on 
the Potomac last evening;. He reports tho field 
clear, and not an enemy in sight. 

The President nnd Secretary of "War aro vigor¬ 
ously at work reorganizing a powerful army. 

"Within tho last twenty-four hours over 60,000 
fresh men with a number of batteries of artillery 
have been accepted. A numberof regiments have 
arrived, and every day will bring immense rein¬ 
forcements to the national capital. Ten new regi¬ 
ments will bo in Baltimore by evening. The re¬ 
sponse from every quarter has been most gratify¬ 
ing nnd truly patriotic. 

The following letter received by Capt. Tyler, 
seems to indicate that some troops mast have 
stood tlielr ground at Centreville, and that tho 
troops did not advance immediately, if at all. 

Headquarters, near Centreville, July 22. 

Capt. Tyler, Assistant Comd’g General, Alexan¬ 
dria: For God’s sake send me some forage. I 
have 325 horses-and nothing for them to cat. 

Capt. Gibson, of Franklin’s Brigade. 

The state of affairs at Alexandria docs not seem 
to indicate that we hold a position more advanced 
than before tho march began. No persons are 
allowed to pass beyond the lines, which seem to 
be four or five miles. So stringent is this regula¬ 
tion that a lady in the perils of childbirth was re¬ 
fused permission to go to her homo in Fairfax 
county, where pile had left her children. 

The utmost excitement continues in Alexandria 
and the citizens seem to anticipate an advance 
of tlio rebels within forty-eight hours. It is 
known, however, that Manassas Railroad is un¬ 
obstructed as far as Springfield, and tho London 
road ns far as Upt-m, is also unobstructed. 

But fifty men of Company E, Capt. Severige, of 
the Fire Zouaves, have returned, oat of ninetv- 
seven. They were immediately returned to their 
old post, and tlio arduous duty of guarding the 
government warehouses at Alexandria. This 
company formed the extreme right of t ho Zou¬ 
aves, and formed three times under a hot fire. 
All four of the sergeants were wounded. The 
following arc among their casualties:

They were left on 
the field.

Lieut. Hobart Hitchcock of the Blaine corps, 
while gallantly engaged with a battery, was in¬ 
stantly killed by a sbot from a rifled cannon. The 
number killed in the engagement is small. Thu 
wounded are doing well. 

LATEE. 

No official returns of tho dead and wounded 
have yet been made out. . 

It may be safely stated that no Federal troops 
in a body are cither at or sontb of Fairfax Court 
House. Gen. McDowell is at Arlington.’ 

Col. A. S. Scliinimelfang of Philadelphia arrived 
today and tendered a regiment of 1040 men, a 
large part of whom have seen service in Europe. 
Nearly all the officers are Prussians, who have 
distinguished themselves in service. The regi¬ 
ment has been accepted by the Government. 

This afternoon Dr. Bell of Prince Georges coun¬ 
ty, Maryland, was arrested here on a charge of 
uttering treasonable language against tho Gov¬ 
ernment. He would have been hung by a mob 
but for tho active interference of army cavalry 
officers, a squad of whom assisted to take him to 
jail. 

Henry Barrojvaid J. D. Catlin of Georgetown, 
were also arrested and jailed on a charge of con¬ 
spiring against the Government. 

Tcn prisoners were brought in today by our 
cavalry, among whom was Lieut. Col. Boone. 
They are Georgians, North and South Carolinians 
and Virginians. 

Gtn. McClellan is expected hero tomorrow. 
His presence is awaited with much anxiety. His 
appoimment is highly popular among the troops 
and distinguished civilians here congregated. 

Some batteries and single pieces of artillery 
supposed to have been lost on Sunday, are being 
brought in safely. Among tho pieces thus far re¬ 
ceived are the 32-pounder "rifled guns. 

The entire loss in killed, wounded and missing 
of tlio Massachusetts 5th is stated at 25, tho New 
York 4th at 100, and both the Ohio 1st and 2d at 
40. 

A Zouave, who was taken prisoner with six 
Olliers, and who subsequently effected an escape, 
arrived here tonight with a broken handcuff oa 
one wrist. He reports that tho Zouaves were 
treated with Indian barbarity by the rebels, many 
being pinioned to trees and tormented with bayo¬ 
nets thrust at them. 

The loss of the 71st New York is not more than 
50 killed and 100 wounded. This regiment was 
mustered out of the service today, their term har¬ 
ing expired Sunday. 

On the battle field balls were found of the pat¬ 
tern used in the English army, showing that the 
rebels use arms of English manufacture. 

I have just returned from Alexandria, but 
could not get out of the pickets in tiie vicinity. 

Etw York, 13d. Tlio Post gives the statement 
of a spectator of the battle, to tho eflect that the 
single cause of tbo panic was tbo charge of a 
large body of rebel cavalry among the teamsters 
and straggling soldiers, who were in the rear of 
our forces, between Bull’s Run and Centreville. 
This charge started the notion that our army had 
been overwhelmed, and that the enemy was driv¬ 
ing in full force on our reserves. Immediately 
the unarmed soldiers and teamsters ran, and 
spread tho alarm at Centreville, when tho order 
was given for a retreat. All the organized com¬ 
panies withdrew in perfect order. 

"When Gon. BleDowell found his reserve retreat¬ 
ing, it was too late to correct the mistake, and ho 
commanded tho main body to fail back, which it 
did quietly and in order. The men had boe« 
fighting all day without water or food, and were 
completely exhausted. They would have been 
called back from active servico in a short tima 
even if the panic had not occurred. From tha 
beginning to the end not a soldier flinched, and 
an Englishman who was present, and who had 
been in all the Crimean battles, said such charges 
as the Fire Zouaves and the 69th regiment mado 
he did not see at Inkerman or at Alma. Tho loss 
of tho Zouaves is now stated at 160. 

LATEST. 

Washington, July 23. Nothing has beon heard 
here about the reported death of Coi. Corcoran. 

Gen. Tyler, who is in tho city tonight, says ho 
knows nothing about Federal troops throwing up 
emrenchmems at Centreville. He cannot explain 
Gibson’s despatch. 

All tho hotels are crowded with guests. Many 
soldiers from the battle-field cannot find thoir ren¬ 
dezvous, and are lying about tho streets on door¬ 
steps, &c. 

The war steamers Pawnee and Perry are an¬ 
chored opposite Alexandria. 

ACTIVITY AMONG THE NEW

Escape of (luartcnnaster Stetson 
from the Rebels. 


New York, 23 d, A regiment being raised here 
by Col. Ramsay has been accepted, and is to num¬ 
ber 2400 men. Tho Clinton riflo regimont wa* 
also accepted today. 

The first regiment of Sicklcs's Brigade loft yes¬ 
terday. 

Four companies of tho Lincoln cavalry have 
been mustered into service, and the Now York 
mounted rifles are about being equipped by the 
Union Defence Committee. 

Another regiment of Sickles’s Brigade left this 
afteinoon. 

Ricker's regiment, tlio Anderson Zouaves, Ells¬ 
worth’s regiment, 55th regiment, and all tho avail¬ 
able troops are to be immediately despatched to 
Washington. 

Two hundred and thirty cavalry left this after¬ 
noon. 

Quartermaster Stetson escaped from tho rebel* 
and has arrived in Washington. 

FROM MISSOURI. 

Jefferson City, 22 d. The Convention today, by 
45 to 21, declared the Presidency hold by Gonoral 
Price last session vacant, and Gen. Robert Wilson, 
the former Vice President, was elected President 
unanimously. A motion was made to declare tho 
office of Doorkeeper vacant, as the present incum¬ 
bent was elected as a Union man, and has sinoo 
edited a secession paper. Uriel Wright made a 
violent secession speech, denouncing tho Admin¬ 
istration as revolutionary and despotic, and 
usurping unwarrantable powers, and denouncing 
the Union leaders in St. Louis and in tbo Stato. 
The matter was referred. A committco was ap¬ 
pointed to report wliat action is advisable in the 
present distracted 6tatc of the country. It is com¬ 
posed of Union men, viz: Brodliead, Henderson, 
W. A. Hall, W. P. Hall, W. Douglas, Hondrieks, 
and Brogdy. Ex-Governor Stewart offered a res¬ 
olution that the Executive Department of tha 
State has expatriated itself, and spoke in favor o£ 
the Convention filling the vacancy. Tho resolu¬ 
tion was referred to the above named committee. 
Adjourned until tomorrow. 

St. Louis, 23d. Advices from-North Blissouri 
arc to the effect that on Sunday a body of CoL 
Smith’s Blissouri Zouaves wont to Danville and. 
arrested four men, engaged in hanging Col Sharp 
and Lieut. Jaeger, and took them to tho out¬ 
skirts of the town nnd shot them. 

One of them was Robert Terrell, a lawyer, 
formerly editor of tho Danville Herald.- Two 
more men concerned in the same outrago wore 
shot in BIcxico, Andrian county, by a compaay 
of cavalry under Capt. Smith. Four others osf- 
eaped on horseback. Ono of those shot was the 
Captain of a company of Regulars at atoxic*

Yi'n at Has Bren Learned. If it has not 
Been fully understood before, it will we think bo 
fully understood now—what is tko nature and 
magnitude of tho contost wo are engaged in. 
Clearly this lias not been apprehended in Its en¬ 
tire magnitude by the people or by tho Govern¬ 
ment. The patriotism of the former has been un¬ 
doubted, nnd the latter has been willing to lead 
that patiiotism into action. But consciousness of 
power, coupled with the feeling that a rebellion 
so causeless and resourceloss, in the long run, as 
that of the secessionists, must be feeblo and easily 
put Clow n, has led the loyal States to entertain too 
much confidence and take things a little too 
leisurely. After tho first burst of enthusiasm to 
jiKCt what seemed an imminent poril, it was ob¬ 
servable that matters settled down into tho com- 
paiatively calm routine of a business undertaking. 
Troops wero mustered and sent oft as if for a hol¬ 
iday cx< ursion—a proceeding encouraged by tho 
inactivity of thoso already in the field, fhon 
came, as another consequence of the want of a de¬ 
mand lor immediate earnest service, tho inevita¬ 
ble speculations, pecuniary and political, that al¬ 
ways beset every administration on every oppor¬ 
tunity tliat offers. 

notwithstanding tho ostensible putting aside of 
all party and personal considerations, thoso 
began to show themselves. Misunderstandings, 
intrigues, favoritism, and influences not entirely 
pure and patriotic, were suspected, at least, of 
being concerned with what was nono of thoir 
concern. So there was a want of unity and 
earnestness and distinctness of purposo, producing 
a certain amount of demoralization in all direc¬ 
tions, in tho neighborhood of the capital, or 
where ever politics and partizans had a chance to 
operate. These things, though lamentatile, are 
not te be wondered at. The conviction, well 
founded and soon to be proved to bo so, that tho 
loyal States were equal to tho emergency and 
able to cope with tho insurrection, induced the 
fceliDg that all would go on swimmingly and suc¬ 
cessfully, till tho stars and stripes were restored 
to their wonted supremacy throughout tho land. 
The triumphs already gained, since active opera¬ 
tions began, increased this sense of security. 
Tho nation, or rather the Federal armies repre¬ 
senting it, wero to inarch right on to easy 
victory. The result was only a question of timo. 

Herein was a mistake that needed to bo cor¬ 
rected. It is easy to sec now that something 
more was required to put a serious, we had al¬ 
most said a religious, passionateness and single- 
hearted determination into tho North equal to tho 
magnitude of the crisis. It was necessary that 
the willing people should be taught that they 
were not invincible if only half-awake, liaif-nriu- 
ed, and half in earnest; (hat it was not boys’ 
play or holiday sport, with just enough of dan¬ 
ger in it to spice it with a sharp flavor, they were 
called upon by Providence to amuse themselves 
with. People and rulers both were to bo still more 
convinced, not that tho treason abroad was un¬ 
conquerable, but that it was formidable and pow¬ 
erful—chat its leaders were ns able and audacious 
as they were wicked and desperate—that it had 
troopB and experienced lenders to handle them, 
and was provided with all the means of resist¬ 
ance a bad cause could command. 

The people arid rulers were to bo still more con¬ 
vinced oi this, which they were slow to learn or 
believe, by threatening dangers which should 
fully open their eyes and quicken them to exert 
their whole strength. The impression has been 
growing every day—though all have been reluc- 
-tsnt to re-knowledge it—that there was weakness, 
r.md looseness, if not corruption, affecting more 
or less the management of affairs at Washington 
sand elsewhere, which if not corrected would be 
productive of evil; and that something was re¬ 
quired to bring about more singleness of purposo 
and mote direct, honest action. That something 
'Lbs come. We have met with a sad reverse. Wo 
Lave been repulsed. Wo liuvo been taught that 
■we were not yet fully up to tho occasiou. Jivory- 
I> 0 dy feels, sees and admits this now. Tho lesson 
■is a bitter one: but it may bo none tho less salu- 
•/ary on that account—if it is learned, as it should 
Tbc learned. 

And it will bo. Wo’ look for needed reforma¬ 
tions now. We look for earnestness and energy, 
•which shall exhibit wisdom, and put aside all 
foolhardiness. Wo look for reinforcements till 
tbc army shall be indeed unconquerable by rea¬ 
son of its numbers. We look for tho appoint¬ 
ment of men of assured ability, character and un¬ 
doubted and unselfish patriotism, to places of 
trust in the army and in civil life. Above all, wo 
7- ok for a passionate, steadfast determination on 
flic part of the people,—fully aroused and vigi¬ 
lant at every point, insisting that there shall bo 
:no more blundering, incompetency, political or 
3 nrlizan intrigue, or anything else to invite dis- 
ri'ier, or postpone the gathering in full force and 
■the use to the fullest extent, the strength of the 
x,i lion, in the speedy saving of tho nation from 
li.i plaguo of rebellion. The reverse we now de- 
3 fl-ro, time may show to have been tho greatest 
of blessings. As the first gnn flrod at Sumter was 
requisite to ronse tho patriotism of the loyal peo¬ 
ple, the disaster at Bull’s Run may have been 
equally requisite to increase its vigor, and to 
jiurify and direct it. 

If, on the whole, tho past has been excusable, 
amder tho nnwonted circumstances of an unprece¬ 
dented crisis, there is now no longer any reason 
for grave errors. If we have been moving hitherto 
somewhat in tho dark, heaven knows wo have 
light enough now to see very clearly tho path of 
duty—and tho way to victory. 


Col. Cowpik. This is an over-critical city. 
We measure our public men quite as much by 
good taste and deportment, as by probity and ca¬ 
pacity. Wc pass by the facts that about ono-tlrird 
of our West Point officers had joined tho rebels; 
that our regular army is to he increased to three 
times its former size; that a peaceful people have 
suddenly raised 500,000 soldiers, for a groat ma¬ 
jority of whose Colonels West Point or trained 
Officers cannot bo found; that our regiments must 
bo filled mainly with men of whom no positivo 
fitness to command under fire can be known 
in advance; and we act, mid talk, and write, as if 
our judgment of ono Colonol was absolute, 
nnd as if he were tho only Colonel gone or to go 
from Massachusetts, whoso fitness was yet to bo 
demonstrated. Let us, who sit quietly at home 
criticising battles in which others aro pouring out 
their life-blood for their country, remember that 
Col. Cowdin led his force coolly under tho heavi¬ 
est fire, as ready to die as we bad boon ready to 
prejudge. Wo do not assumo that personal cour¬ 
age shows positive faculty for command; but it is 
jndispcnsablo; and, after tho retreat from Manas¬ 
sas Junction, wo all know its value, and owe him 
honor and thanks for going to tho head of raw 
troops when they first met fire and death. 


Congress adjourned Friday until Monday ex¬ 
pressly to allow the members to see tho show. 
Neither Congress nor the Union wish to see an¬ 
other such a sight. At the grand stampede civil¬ 
ians were awfully scared, and I think several of 
them were taken prisoners. I witnessed some 
terrific feats of running among them. Many lost 
their carriages," and for aught I know aro skulk¬ 
ing about tho woods now. One very fat Con¬ 
gressman offered an artilleryman $20 for a horse, 
but after be had the horse, ho found it so hard to 
mount, that he turned pale all over. 

The above paragraph is from ono of the many 
Accounts of the disaster, which show that M. C.’s 
nnd other civilians aro responsible, in no small de¬ 
gree, for the recent repulse. We put on record 
the opinion, freely expressed in this community, 
that those people, whether Congressmen or not, 
who went to see the battle, would have met their I 
just deserts, if thoy had been captured in a body. I

Wasaikotok, Uoidajr ifooa. 

To the Editor of the Transcript: I left the 
field of battle at six P. M., Sunday, when tho 
stampede occurred among onr baggago men and 
troops in tho rear crluinn, at tho frightful conflict 
in front of Bull’s Run and this side of Manassas 
—details of which have been sent North largely, 
by telegraph and otherwise, already. I starred 
to return to tbo field this (Monday) murniug, at 
daybreak, and fouud that orders hud been issued 
from headquarters, countermanding passes; mid, 
though I carried the autograph of Gen. Winfield 
Scott, I could not cross tho river into Virginia. 

Wo have a reserve in and around Washington, 
01 some twesty-flvo to thirty thousand men, yet 
—though many of the regiments aro newly ar¬ 
rived, and aro raw in discipline. For tuc most 
part, at the battle yesterday, onr troops behaved 
admirably, and while upon the fluid, I conversed 
with the correspondent of the London News, who 
was present at Solfcriuo, and who did not hesi¬ 
tate ro declare, while our troops on foot perform¬ 
ed prodigies of valor, that at tho moinoraolo con¬ 
flict of Solferino, even, ho did not witness such 
splendid charges, such carrying of batteries by 
stoim, and such spirited munamrring as occur¬ 
red during Sunday, in the valley of Bull’s Run. 
Ho was loud in Iris praises of tho performances of 
many of our regiments. 

But, alasl per contra —without referring to 
them by name, today, I fear that when the final 
record is made up, some acts of panic-stricken 
conduct will bo necessarily sot down against 
others of our troops and officers. Of this dark 
side of the picture—of which I was a witness—I 
wifi add no more at presont. 

I shook hands with Brig. General Blonkor at 5J 
P. 51., as bis splondid brigado, including the Now 
York German Rifles, and tho Garibaldians, (form¬ 
ing the reserve) sprang to their arms at the bugle 
call, and deployed from their temporary field 
quarters, out into tho road, and fell into column— 
about 5000 strong, with two batteries of flying 
artillery. I said to him, as ho rodo up with his 
splendid staff, and tho column passed by—"my 
dear General, I am happy to seo you in this glo¬ 
rious position, at the head of the reserve. Wo 
certainly havo had the best of this fight, up to 
3 P. M., nnd we must win this battto." Ho took 
my band kindly, and said "wo shall doourhest; 
we have not succeeded, as I had hoped. My brig¬ 
ade is fresh, nud will stand boldly up to tho work. 
The enemy manages well, howevor, and his force is 
two to our ono, with well planned and heavy bat¬ 
teries at all points. I may fall, but I will dlo at 
the head of my bravo men—though it looks liko. 
leading the forlorn hope! Forward, Garibaldi- 
nns!" he shouted, and tho brave follows fllod 
away at double quick—entered hurriedly upon 
the field of strife—and thoir prowess nnd fate has 
already been detailed to you. 

The Rhode Island regiments covered themselves 
with glory. But it is impossible to pardeularizo 
today. Tho least wounded men are pouring in, 
and tire hotels, hospitals, &c., will be filled with 
those who have escaped minus their guns, knap- 
saeks, blankets, &c. Tho ladies of Washington 
come forward to aid with all their earnestness and 
ability in earing for such of the wounded as reach 
the city. The hotels aro thronged with the mul¬ 
titude, who discuss tho defeat aud tho details of 
this disaster. 

In ihe midst of the terrible panic which dis¬ 
tracted our rear, I heard tho order given to attach, 
the horses to the wagons, in tho large enclosures 
this side of tho field, nnd in four or five minutes 
the whole immense body of army wagons was in 
motion. The crowd firom tho field, and along the 
Warrcnton road. Immediately approached, how¬ 
ever, nnd the cry was heard, "What’s tire matter? 
Wlint’s happened?” upon all sides, »3 every one 
rushed away, not knowing precisely tvhonce, or 
what ho was fleeing from. "They’ro coming! 
Tbc cavalry’s coming down on us! Wo’ro boatoa! 
Our army’s in full retreat!” was shrieked, as tho 
mass of men, horses and vehicles rushed away 
from the field, up the road, aud over tho hills tiiis 
side of Bull’s Run. 

No one seemed to know who was at fault, or 
what tho troublo really was. Hours before, telo- 
grapliic despatches and mounted couriers had 
been sent over to "Washington for reinforcements; 
and as the excited and alarmed mob rushed away 
in their hot lmsto from tho field, amid the din 
and confusion and dust, troops were coming up 
in regiments and battalions from the city, lining 
tho road for miles. "Forward 1" shouted a port¬ 
ly Colonel of regulars, to his men, who approach¬ 
ed. "What is all this?” ho asked, coolly. “Aro 
these all deserters?” ho added, pointing to tho 
flying crowd. He pushed on toward the field, 
and the fleeing mob vouchsafed no reply, as they 
pressed rapidly on toward Washington. 

The enemy’s force was overwhelming in num¬ 
bers, and was commanded and managed by able 
Generals, (Lee and Beauregard) rebels and trai¬ 
tors though they be. With their reinforcomonts, 
(Johnston’s, over 18,000) their splendidly contrived 
reserve of 20,000 men, nnd the continued succes¬ 
sion of masked batteries erected at every available 
point, through which—a belching wail of living 
Are, on cithor flank, from time to timo—our troops 
were forced to press thoir way, while a madden¬ 
ing fire from the front was also constantly kept 
up upon them—they turned the day upon us bo- 
fore evening. We had takon and hold several of 
their small batteries during the day, and at five 
o’clock it was reported that Banks was within 
seven miles of tho field with 35,000 men. This 
proved an error, and McDowell looked in vain for 
his Grouchy, whose column would havo saved us 
from defeat, could it linvo reached tho scone in 
season. 

The battle ought not to havo been fought thorn 
for a week, at least. But it is over, and tho re¬ 
sult is on record, I am able to say what I thus 
have set down hut irregularly, and without any 
attempt at aught save a general idea of tho results 
of this battle. It has been a terrific fight—many 
lending officers havo been killed, and the loss to 
the enemy must havo been enormous—though it 
is impossible now to particularize. Thoy throw 
no shells, but had more artillery than we have. 
Onr army discharged shells all day long, with 
terrific effect, from timo to time. I send you this 
crude and hastily prepared account for the first 
mail that closes after my return from having 
seen this most awful scene of carnage that it 
over has fallen to my lot to witness. 

Washington, Monday—Midnight. 

The veil is lifting. The mist has disappeared. 
The smoke of tho great battle is clearing away, 
nnd wo can now bok upon tho seeming frightful 
dream of the past eight and forty hours, with a 
feeling approaching to calmness, though, alas! 
with a saddened and mournful spirit! Tho New 
York dailies of Monday aro recoived liore tiiis 
evening filled to the brim with accounts of our 
"glorious Union victory,” “tlio great battle at last 
decided in our favor,” "the rebels entirely routed!” 
"death blow given to secession," "we know no 
6 uch word as fail,” “enemy driven into 5Ianassas 
Junction,""our victory complete!” etc., etc., in 
double leaded capitals. 

I cannot shut my oyos on “all of which I saw, 
and part of which I was.” I returned with our 
fleeing forces from tho field to Washington, Sun¬ 
day night—and I know of what I write. How 
it was possible for such reports of that fight to 
have got into the Now York journals of Monday 
morning, I cannot conceive; for tho reporters 
wero there. Let me give you some details and 
tho real facts. 

At six o’clock A. 51., on that lovely Sabbath 
morning, the first three guns were fired from mm 
of onr batteries, on the hill tbis side of Bull's 
Run, three miles or so from the spot where the 
final battlo was really fought. The conflict oc¬ 
curred in the valley below, along the Warronton 
road, and tho plain upon each side of that road. 
The advanco column moved down slowly to tho 
right, and half a mile or loss below turned ob¬ 
liquely to the left, toward Manassas Junction, 
which is.five or six miles to tho southeastward. 
Johnston’s forces of 17,000 had reached tho Junc¬ 
tion during Saturday night, that place being lo¬ 
cated at the apex of a triangle formed by the 
railroads there, and boing thoroughly fortified. 

Tho Sixty-ninth (N. Y.) Regiment, Col. Oorco- 
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are more and more disposed to considor it a re¬ 
pulse than a dofeat, inasmuch as our troops fought -- -- 
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ran, was assigned the jxittofhenor, on the right 
or ,Gen. "Tyler's Dl^rion-^Sltprnian’s Brigade. 
From .Ccntrevllie down jo; the valley, or plains, 
for over four hours, our troops proceeded steadily 
forward, and alt were zealous for tho conflict By 
11 o’clock, heavy cannonading had opened In the 
advance, from our artillery, which was replied to 
fiercely by small batteries on tho right, and the 
fight quickly got to bo earnest. 

Masked batteries belched forth volumes of fire, 
and our troops engaged thorn, right gallantly. 
Sharp volleys of muskotry raided from our ranks, 
and the regiments in the rear closed up, as fast as 
possible, to aid the advancing column, which had 
got forward a mile and a half, at least, from Wur- 
rcnf'ii road corner, by tweivo o’clock. For two 
long hours, the clang of artillery, tho rapid dis¬ 
charge of musketry, and the swaying of the col¬ 
umns told of the work of death that was pro¬ 
gressing—up to past two P. 51. 5 Icanwhi!o a 
continuous discharge of shell was kept up from 
Sfli-tmnn’s battery upon the rebel forces and his 
entrenchments, doing frightful execution among 
tho enemy’s left. Our forces moved on. Battery 
niter buttery bad been carried. The white col* 
umns of smoko continued to advanco to tho oast, 
toward 51anassas, slowly hut steadiiy, and no re¬ 
verses were seen or thought of, by our army or 
tho spectators, though tho contest was dire, and 
the havoc among tho serried ranks on both sides 
had been terrible. 

At 3 o’clock the firing suddenly ceased. Two 
or three small batteries bad been carried, and the 
rebels had fallen back within thoir works, except 
thoso who lmd been killed or disabled. Hand to 
hand conflicts continued with frightful sevority, 
aud ten or tweivo miuutcs afterward a largo bat¬ 
ter)'upon the hill side, due south, oponod upon 
our forces below. This battery was mounted 
with sixteen or eighteen heavy cannon, (thought 
to bo 30 pounders,) from which, without an in¬ 
stant’s warning, and without having been discov¬ 
ered by our troops, rained down upon the devoted 
men an incessant storm of grapo and canister, 
against which no living force could stand for a 
moment. Our artillery was brought up, in flank, 
and a lire opened qnicklv upon this battery, but 
without avail. At 3 1-2 P. 51. the firing coascd 
again, comparatively. At early four tho melee 
was resumed, and a general engagement succeed¬ 
ed, our brave boys coming up to tho work most 
gallantly and gloriously in defence of the stars 
and stripes. 

At 4| P. M., couriers wore sent to Colonol 5IiIos 
(who commanded the reserve), to advance to the 
sccno of action with his brigade. The enemy on 
foot was then being driven before our column, 
and for threo hours wo had advanced steadily up 
toward Blanassas, under a terrible raking fire from 
tho rebel batteries, and every foot of which dis¬ 
tance—nearly three miles up the valley—had 
been contested inch by inch. At 4j P. 51., nows 
went to headquarters that three batteries had 
been carried—nnd hero tho firing coasod again for 
n few minutes. 

At 61 P. 51., shouts went up, aud it was said 
the dny was ours. Tho enemy fell back, our 
men followed up tho apparent triumph, they got 
in range of tho largo battery again ,—en masse, 
and again tlie tcrriblo murderous fire of that 
work was turned down upon our dovoted troops. 
Shelling from our column was constant during 
this time, and the strugglo continued with fright¬ 
ful ferocity, for a few minutes, when a panic, 
from sorao as yet unexplained cause, suddoniy 
caused a part of ono of the regiments to turn. 
At the same moment, nil order camo to change 
theposition of Grilfln’s Battery. As they retired, 
to obey, it was thought they were intending to 
retreat; and tho regiment near by broke, and 
fell aside in confusion. Before Griffin’s command 
had timo to come about to tho front, for action 
again, tho stampede hud begun. 

Orders then reached the huge train of baggago 
wagons in the rear to move back, as thoy wero in 
tho way. They were turned toward tho road, 
aud this added to the belief that our column in¬ 
tended to fall hack. Tho cry was heard, “Thoy’ro 
coming!” "Tho cavalry aro coming!" "They’ro 
down on us!” Nobody know who it was, or 
where they were “coming” from; but tho column 
broke, some of our scattered cavalry left the field 
on tho dead run, tho wagoners spurred their 
horses to their utmost speed, troops fled behind, 
clouds of dust enveloped tho moving masses, and 
the enemy quickly scoing bis advantage, sent his 
hosts forward in pursuit, as our forces retreated 
from the field, at aboutGj P. 51. Before 7 o’clock 
our whole army was in full retreat, covored by 
Varian’s battery, on the hill, this side of the War- 
renton road, and by sunset the enemy’s triumph 
was complete—as our scattered and scattering 
regiments huddled away toward Fairfax and 
Ball’s crossing. Such are tho facts, in brief. 

During tho evening and night, our forces wont 
on toward Washington,*or rather to Alexandria 
and Arlington, back to our entrenchments there. 
As yet with no possible degree of accuracy can an 
estimate be made of our loss. It is large enough, 
and tho result is fearful enough to appal tho stout¬ 
est heart, though we havo visited upon the enemy 
a fearful punishment in tiiis dreadful contest. 

Our broken regiments are now being gatliorcd 
and will go into quarters again as fast as possible. 
The hotels are crowded with wounded men and 
officers, who have como in, and who have the 
means to keep out of tho hospitals. Of tho dead 
and wounded I will say nothing to particularize, 
os you will get all the details by telegraph as soon 
as they can he ascertained. 

The heart sickens at tbis disaster, the pen falls, 
words are inadequate to depict our sorrow ovor 
this catastrophe! Sooner or later all the truth of 
this terrible adversity to onr arms will be made 
manifest. There is blame for those who brought 
it about. I repeat it, tho battle ougtit not to 
havo been fought then and there. Tho odds wero 
fearfully against us. But wo are not vanquished, 
thank heaven. A tcrriblo retribution yet awaits 
the rebel foe—and so wo take courago.

Annual Festival at the 5Iusic Hall. The 
festival which fitly closes tho annual exhibition 
of the public schools of Boston, occurred yester¬ 
day afternoon at tho 5Iusic Hall, and was an oc¬ 
casion long to ho remembered, as a joyful contrast 
to the sombre state of national affairs. Tho hall 
was very beautifully decorated, festoons of ever¬ 
green and of pink and white lace—with national 
emblems, and the titles of the various schools in¬ 
tervening—decorated the fronts of tho two balco¬ 
nies. Abovo the doors of the upper balcony were 
semi-circular shields, bearing tho names of tho 
past Jlayors of Boston, with the date of thoir ser¬ 
vice. At the centre of tho upper balcony was tho 
city shield, encircled by a stack of national flags, 
nnd having beneath it a tablet, bearing tho name 
of our present worthy Mayor, lion. Joseph 51. 
Wightman. 

The hall was crowded, and tho exercises com¬ 
menced at 4 P. 5L, by tho marching of thirteen 
hundred children to their seats in tho amphithe¬ 
atre into which tho plntform and the adjacent 
ports of tho hall had been converted. Tho child¬ 
ren looked charmingly, and tho sceno was ono 
of bewitching beauty,—a spcctaclo in which tho 
eye drank in ever renewed causes for delight. 

Tho singing of tho thirteen hundred young fai¬ 
ries was of a very superior character, and tho 
harmony of those juvenile voices struck sweetly 
and gently upon tho ears of all listeners. A vol¬ 
untary on the organ by Mr. J. C. D. Parker was 
tho first feature of the programme, after which 
Rov. Dr. Randall, of tho Church of tho Messiah, 
offered prayer. An address was then maio by 
Dr. Adino B. Hall, chairman of tho Festival Com¬ 
mittee. Hon. Josiah Quincy, Jr., followed 5Ir. 
Hall. Biayor "Wightman also made a brief ad¬ 
dress. 

Tho Mayor, in behalf of tho City Council of 
Boston, presented to each recipient of a Franklin 
or City medal a bouquet, making an appropriate 
remark or two in several instance*. Paring the 
presentation music was furnished by tho Brigade 
Band. 

Among the guests of the city holding seat* 
upon tho platform during the exerciso 3 wore 
President Felton, of Harvard College, the renora- 
blo Dr. Jackson, and Rov. Mr. Venables, of 
Oxford, England, After tho nudienco had de¬ 
parted, a collation was furnished tho children as 
they sat in their seats, waiters being designated 
by badges for each school.

It is- 
very^wik'ing to" observe the variety of tone which 
the usual organ* 1 of public .opinion give to; the 
newa of the ; so-called “defeat":of our arms.; So 
far, however, as" more recent accounts eomo, wo 
are more and more disposed to considor it a re¬ 
pulse than a dofeat, inasmuch as our troops fought 
bravely, and, but for tho necessity of retreat ow¬ 
ing to su|)erior numbers, had not oxperionood 
whet could in any true sense bo termed defeat. 
And jet this, our first repulse, has occasioned 
most bitter comments from certain journals, ami 
especially from the N. Y. Tribune— the vory last 
paper which should lend itself co onild’s talk in 
denouncing the administration (!) for the unfor¬ 
tunate contretemps of tho battlo field. IVhat 
had the potvmment to do with the enemy’s rein¬ 
forcements—with Patterson’s delay, or with tho 
panic spread by civilians (who ought to havo 
staid at home) and with frightened teamsters? 

Tho remarks of tho Tribune are as injudicious 
at this juncture a* thoy arc untrue and uncalled 
for. It is tho duty of sober and sagacious jour¬ 
nalists, at such an epoch of hard struggle, to allay 
groundless fears, und not weakly to retaliate for 
ill luck in an army, by any open attack upon a 
Government which has done all that any power 
could do, aided by a generous though impatient 
people. Perhaps, if Wall street aud other busi¬ 
ness localities in other cities had preserved a pro¬ 
per patience, the Tribune would have experienced 
more triumph and less mortification at the result 
of the late great contest. One word, now, of ad- 
vicqto that paper, as well as to oiher discontent¬ 
ed and grumbling journals. Would it not bo well 
for them to publUb the “Life of Gen. Scott," (the 
man who never “knew retreat,") in regular por¬ 
tions, from day to day, in ordor to show their 
readers in what way that great man managed his 
battles and achieved his glorious victories on so 
many fields ? They would then seo how too much 
precipitation ruins even the chance of victory and 
decimates armies, where proper delay insures suc¬ 
cess and unforgotton glory. R. 

Change of Policy Demanded. A noted 
Democrat exclaimed, in our hearing, yesterday, 
that no considerable success would attend our 
army, until traitors and spies wero hung in and 
around Washington every night. This courso 
would by many bo considered as partially imitat¬ 
ing the practico of tho French Revolutionists, of 
1790, who hung aristocrats in Puri3 that the army, 
upon the borders of Franco, might he fired to 
deeds of desperation. But eschewing French 
examples, it is now evident to tho most obtuso 
perception, that the Administration has been 
altogether too lenient in its treatment of those 
persons in the servico of tho conspirators 
nt the National Capitol. Tho latter have been 
thoroughly informed as to the number and re¬ 
sources of the loyal troops, while it appears that 
the War Department at Washington has beon 
completely ignorant of the strength of the trai¬ 
tors. As a consequence of this ignorance, thirty 
thousand men arc put to a work, at Bull’s Run, 
which there is no evidence could be accomplished 
by less than a hundred thousand. 

Who knows that the panic which overtook our 
forces was not begun by secessionists, following 
in the tiain of the army, and admitted to posi¬ 
tions where they could injure us, by tho mistaken 
policy of the government. If there are secession 
clerks in the departments at Washington, sorao of 
the same description of men might obtain situa¬ 
tions as conductors of tho oaggage. Whether this 
is so or not, it is quite timo that the war was con¬ 
ducted as though wo had an euomy who could 
only be subdued by suporior force, and that ap¬ 
plied relentlessly, in some cates, as a punishment 
for barbarities at which savages would blush. 

A National Loan from tiib Boston Banks. 
The Government has mudo an application to the 
Boston Banks for a loan of five millions of dol¬ 
lars, for Treasury Notes to bo issued thorefor, 
payable in sixty days at G per cent, interest, or 
Certificates payable in three years, bearing inter¬ 
est at the rate of 7 3-10 per cent. 

A meeting of the Banks was held at the Clear¬ 
ing House this forenoon, and a hearty and liberal 
response was made to tho call of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

Wo think if an arrangement could bo mado with 
tho Secretary, whereby our banks should have 
tho right to apply the whole or auy portion of tho 
present loan which thoy may think proper to tako 
toward tho purchase of tho loan of S230,000,000 
about to bo made by the National Government, 
that there would bo no difficulty in obtaining tho 
whole amount asked for from the banks in this 
city. 

From New Orleans. Tho following is an 
extract from a letter dated New Orleans, 12th Ju¬ 
ly, this day received in Boston: 

“I see by the Northern papers, thoy report tho 
capture of the W. H. Webb. It is strange how 
newspapers will lie. ThoW. H. Webb has not 
been below my house on the Mississippi River 
sinco tho 13th May last. There is not ono word 
of truth about her being fitted out as a privateer, 
and she cannot be unless she is sold out of the 
tow boat association to which sho belongs." 

A report was in circulation some time sinco 
that Captain Leach, who was captain of tho W- 
II. Webb as a tow boat, commanded a privateer. 
This Is equally untrue. Ho is known to mo as a 
worthy man and a first-raio ship master. Ho is 
from Newburyport, and nothing could iuduco him 
to engago in such a service. s. c. t. 

Troops are Pourino into Washington from 
ail directions. Three thousand men loft New 
York yesterday, and probably before Saturday 
three thousand more will bo sent from that city 
alone. The services of tho 7th N. Y. Regiment 
have been tendered to the Government for as long 
a period as they aro needed. Although many of 
the members have joined other organizations, 
(between two and three hundred already holding 
commissions) yet it is confidently stated that tho 
regiment could start at 21 hours notice with at 
least 1500 mer.. 

Naval Operations. Twelve steamers arc 
now fitting or nearly ready for sea at tho port of 
New York. Ofiiccrs of the Navy Department 
have been at work in New York, the past ten 
days, selecting such steamers and sailing vessels 
as are suitable for naval purposes, and malting 
arrangements for fitting them out. Within two 
weeks fifty vessels will 1>3 ready to sail, ready for 
blockading and cruising purposes. There has 
been some difficulty in procuring men for the Na¬ 
vy, but it is now thought that sailors will be ob¬ 
tained for all our fleets. 

Naval. Tho sloop-of-war Preble, Capt. French, 
from Boston on a cruise, was spoken off Barnegat 
on tho 19th inst., all well.

arrived.

REBEL BARBARITIES. 

THE LOSS OF THE SECOND N. H. REGIMENT. 

A Georgia Regiment Out to Pieces 
by Sherman’s Battery* 


NARROW ESCAPE OF COL. COWDIN. 


New York, 24/5. Tho Herald’s dospatch says, 
it is stated that a private of the 1st Conn, regi¬ 
ment lifted and curried a wounded rebel to a 
shudy spot :uid gave him drink from his canteen, 
which revived the robot, who drew his pistol aud 
shot his benefactor dead; also that a troop of reb¬ 
el cavalry deliberately fired into a number of 
wounded; also that the rebels bad taken the 
bayonets and knives of onr dead and wounded 
aim thrust them into their hoarts, leaving them 
sticking there; und that the Louisiana Zouaves 
amused themselves by kicking the heads thoy cut 
off as foot balls. 

The 2d N. II. regiment went into tho action 
with 85G meu and returned with 800, 52 of whom 
are wounded; of the others 12 are dead, 44 miss¬ 
ing. Col. 5Iarston is doing well. 

Two Georgians, prisoners, say Johnston’s divis¬ 
ion arrived at Manassas Sunday morning, and 
report that in an attempt to capture Sherman’s 
batiery, their regiment was cut to pieces. Thev 
say they footed Patterson. 

A despatch to tho Times says that tho loss of 
kilted and wounded does not exceed 600. 

Tho Government is takiug steps to havo 
100.000 more troops. 

The rebels carried American flags daring the 
fight, and when small squads of our troops ap¬ 
proached they fired on them. 

The rebel sharp shooters were seen to pick off 
two vivandiercs while dealing out water, and also 
shot at the ambulances und hospitals.

The New York 
papers of last evening report that a meeting of 
be Union Defence Commitwo, called for the par- 
pose of expressing their opinion respecting tho 
temporary reverses of our arms and tho necessity 
for action to support tho government, was hold 
at their rooms, at half-past one o’clock yosterday. 
Blr. Simeon Draper presided, and a quorum of the 
Committee was present. The following resolu¬ 
tions were presented. 

Unsolved, as tho senso of this Committee, That 
the action of the citizens of New York declaring 
their unalterable fidelity to tho Constitution and 
the Union, which in the mouth of April test gave 
so powerful an impulse to the loyal spirit of the 
country, must and will continue to exercise its 
influence in preserving public confidence and 
maintaining the power ot the National Govern- 
ment. , , . . 

1lesolvcd, That tho temporary repulse sustained 
by the National forces in Virginia is no sufficient 
cause for alarm or discouragement, but should 
rather stimulate every loyal citizen to renewed 
efforts and increased vigor in the osqse of the 
country. 

Resolved, That this committeo do not hesitate 
to express their conviction that the people, not 
only of New York, but of every other loyal 
State, will continue to respond to every call 
made on them by the National Government for 
the men and means necessary to vindicate tho na¬ 
tional honor, preserve inviolate the constitution 
atid maintain the supremacy of the laws. 

Resolved, Thut the intrepid conduct of the na¬ 
tional troops in carrying entrenchments held bv a 
greatly superior force, and iu sustaining for hours 
the assaults of overwhelming reinforcements, ful¬ 
ly justifies tho confidence reposed in their valor, 
firmness and fidelity, and strengthons our reliance 
on tlie ultimate and triumphal success of our 
arms. 

We copy the following report of the proceedings 
of this important committee, as tho gentlemen 
who participated in the debate aro very influen¬ 
tial citizens, and doubtless give expression to tho 
sentiments of many of their associates, who have 
made most libera! contributions toward suppress 
ing the rebellion. 

Blr. Blarshall regretted that so many members 
of the committee were absent from tho city. It 
was unfortunate, since tho intelligence of yester¬ 
day, that the government had not cooperated 
with the committee, and accepted regiments 
which could have been furnished. Tho govern¬ 
ment had neglected to accept cavalry regiments, 
and they must see now that they were most 
necessary. He believed that tho obstacles thrown 
in our way would inspirit the country with now 
confidence in the prosecution of the war. lie 
hoped that the resolutions would be adopted and 
brought before the public u« an expression of the 
sentiment of the committee. 

Mr. Hamilion Fish hoped that the resolutions 
would be adopted. Blr. Stewart and otlior mout¬ 
hers of the committee endorsed the resolutions. 

Mr. Grinin-ll strongly censured the Secretary of 
War for refusing to accept more when he should 
have known that they would be needed. The reg¬ 
iments could have been forwarded if the depart¬ 
ment would have accepted them. 

The inefficiency of the blockade was strongly 
commented upon by Blr. Blarshall and other 
members. 

General Wetmoro called attention to the fact 
tiiat the prompt action of tlie city of New York 
on the 20<h or last April saved this country from 
the rule of secession. Tho city was ready to do 
any thing for the defence of tho country. He 
called attention to the splendid regiments fur 
nisl.ed by the Union Defence Committee. 

Of these regiments tlie lives of half of more 
than one of them have been given to tho conniry 
within lorty-eight flours. Wo can send twenty 
more such regiments if the Government will only 
do its duty aud accept them. 

Geueral Wetmoro offered the following resolu¬ 
tion: 

Resolved, That while expressing our grateful 
appreciation of tlie gallant hearing of the nation¬ 
al" troops in the recent conflict, wo cannot refrain 
from offering our sympathy and condolence with 
the suffering friends of the fallen in battle; their 
country will do justice to the memory of the dead 
—let the authorities do their duty by tho living. 

The resolutions wero unanimously adopted, and 
by a vote of the Committee the Secretary was di¬ 
rected to forward copies to the Governor of tho 
State, President and Gen. Scott. 


Tub Extent of tho fortifications attacked on 
Sunday by the national army clearly shows how 
inadequate were tho forces sent re take them. 
The National Intelligencer makes these comments 
upon the result of the engagement: 

Armed with canon of small calibre, and weakly 
supported by cavalry, the national troops wero ill- 
prepared to cope wire suporior numbers entrench¬ 
ed behind heavy field pieces, statioued in masked 
batteries, constructed wsth the best engineering 
skill, in a region which, by its topographical fea¬ 
tures, singularly lends itself repurposes of milita¬ 
ry defence. A system of fortifications construct¬ 
ed and arranged as thoso at and near tho Blanas 
sas Junction aro now disclosed to be, could not 
be expected to fill except before tho cautious ap¬ 
proaches of an nrmy appointed with siege trains 
necessary for such heavy work. Batteries which 
are evidently tlie result of patient labor, extend¬ 
ing through many weeks, are not to be reduced 
in a day by the dash of light flying artillery, how¬ 
ever efficiently served, or to bo taken by storm, 
liowevi r impetuous and yet cool may be tho valor 
of tlie national troops. 

And under this latter head the events of Sun¬ 
day speak none tlie less eloquently because suc¬ 
cess failed in the end to crown tho efforts of tbo 
few regiments which heroically essayed an un¬ 
equal task. The desperation of tiieir courago is 
sufficiently shown by the very enterprise which 
thoy undertook in the faco of such odds, as well 
as by the losses which they are known to have 
suffered in making the attempt to carry works 
so formidable. Succeeding for a time in the ob¬ 
ject proposed to themselves, and (as all unite in 
testifying) everywhere driving the secession forces 
b.ick to their entrenchments when they appeared 
in the open field, thoso bravo volunteers were 
called off by their commander only when further 
effort was seeu to be futile. Veterans could not 
have shosvn a more determined spirit of hardy 
daring. __ 

The Right Talk. Bishop Clark, in his speech 
at the gieat meeting in Frovidence yesterday, ex¬ 
pressed the sentiments of thousands in all the 
loyal States when he mado use of the following 
language: "The notion that traitors are to be 
treated tenderly is exploded. It is time the dis¬ 
pensation of hemp commenced. Ilang tho lead¬ 
ers in mercy to tho people, who aro given over to 
delusion to believe a lie, then pray that they may 
be brought to their right minds and dwell with 
us in tho bonds of friendship." 


A Noted Anniversary. Tlie date of the 
disastrous reverse at Bull’s Run is tho anniversa¬ 
ry of tho battlo of Shrewsbury, in 1403, between 
Henry IV and Henry Percy (Hotspnr.) Upwards 
of S000 persons were slain in tlie conflict. The 
renowned Battle of the Pyramids was fought in 
Egypt July 21st, 1798. Bonaparte defeated Blurad

It is understood that General Johnson, who ar¬ 
rived at the Run with bis entire force a few days 
since, commanded tnc movements of tho day on 
the part of the rebels, and that General Beaure¬ 
gard remuined at Blanussas Junction, three miles 
away, expecting an attack at that point, which is 
raid to he most extravagantly fortified, haviug 
one battery of a hundred guns.

Discipline, and dis¬ 
cipline alone—discipline extending into every¬ 
thing, in the camp and on tbo person, alone 
makes the reliable soldier. Without rigid, inflex¬ 
ible, crer, aud all-pervading discipline, one, in 
hattlo, cannot feel confidence in another—and 
thus arise panics and frights. [New York Ex¬ 
press.

Captains Gordon 
and Allen, and Lieutenants Bowdoin and Calolf 
aro among tho missing. Col. Clark is suffering 
from sun-stroke, received on tho battle-field. 

The First Regiment is at Camp Corcoran inside 
the entrenchments. Thoir aervioe in the Fridays 
fight is highly spokon of. Ouly the fifth and 
eleventh Mass. Regiments were fully engaged on 
Sunday. 

The city of Washington is being rapidly clear¬ 
ed of stragglers, and there is very little confusion 
here todav. At Headquarters tho city is consid¬ 
ered entirely safe. Medical aid from Massachu¬ 
setts is not needed at present, as wo have a suffi¬ 
cient supply of hospital store shirts, etc.

Important Council of the Civil and 
Military Chiefs. Washington, July 23,1801. 
1 lie civil ODd military beads of tho government 
havo had a meeting at the Whito Houso today, 
and reviewed tho past, looked tlie present strongly 
in tlie face, and endeavored to account for tho 
picture presented. 

Congress and tho newspapers were charged with 
tlie awful responsibility of tho failure on Sunday 
at Bull’s Run. 

The President leaned wholly upon the judgment 
of his great military chieftain, Gen. Scott. 

Tlie latter said—“I am the greatest coward in 
the army, and ought to be removed for su.-rend- 
ingmy own opinion of duty, in a crisis like this, to 
popular clamor, induced by bunkum threats in 
Congress and daily newspaper harangue.” 

General Scott lias for a long while been of the 
opinion in view of tho well drilled militia of tho 
South, that camps of instruction should bo cstab- 
lisbed for our troops, and that they should bo 
thoroughly educated before venturing into the 
field in active service. 

’ The popular sentiment of tho people, which is 
frequently very erroneous, uwl proved to ho so at 
this time, overruled General Scott, and an early 
battle was determined upon. It has been had, aud 
the results are before us. 

All of tbo members of the Cabinotwero presont. 
Those who havo endorsed tho Tribune “forward 
to Richmond” programme were silent. 

"Words of censure were uttered becauso Gen. 
Patterson was not removed before, the chief cause 
of tbc defeat being laid entirely to his inactivity. 

So tho heads of the government treated the ses¬ 
sion of today. [N. Y. Herald.

THE BLUNDER DISCOVERED TOO LATE. 

The Tribune says that Gen. Cameron, who 
went out to Manassas,'intending to witness the 
battle, was so impressed with the doubtful char¬ 
acter of the attempt to force tho enemy’s position, 
that ho returned in haste to Washington, to alter, 
if possible, tbo orders which had been issued for 
an attack, but arrived too late. 

He immediately pressed forward, however, all 
of the available troops to strengtlioa tho Reserve 
Corps. Oar officers had little hope of winning 
the battle, on Saturday night. A prominent 
member of Congress who was there f after an in¬ 
terview with Gon. McDowell aud his aids, wrote 
down his conviction that we should lose it, and 
that tho Commanding General was hopeless at 
tho commencement of tho battle. 

We learn from another source that this was the 
general feeling among the officers. One captain 
remonstrated against tho madness of tho assault. 
Gen. McDowell said that a victory at this junc¬ 
ture was so important, that a groat risk must be 
rnu to win it.

1. TheHooseof Repreoentativoa shall be oom posed 
of members chosen every second year by the people 
of the several - tales; and the elector, ia each State ! 
shall be citisens of the Confederate States, and have I 
the qualifies; »os requisite for electors of the moat 
numerous branch of the Slate Legislature ; but no 
person of foreign birth, not a citixeo of the Confederate 
Stales, shall be allowed to vote lor asy officer, civil or 
politi 'at, State or Federal. 

3. No person shall be a Represe n tative, who shall 
not have attained toe age of twenty-five years, son 
be a citizen of the Coni federate elates, and who shall 
not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State fit 
which he shall be cfeoen. 

3. Representatives and Direct Taxes shall be appor¬ 
tioned among the several States, which may be in¬ 
cluded within this Confederacy, according to their re¬ 
spective numbers, which shall be determined, by ad¬ 
ding to the whole number of free persons, including 
those bound to service for * term of year*, and ex¬ 
cluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all slaves. 
Tie actual enumeration shall be made within three 
year* after the first meeting at the Gougrea* of the 
Confederate States, and wilhin every subsequent term 
of ten years, in such manner as ihey shall, by law, 
direct. The number of Representative, shall not ex¬ 
ceed one for every fifty thousand, but each elate shall 
have at least one Representative; and until such enu¬

A fltg of truce, which was sent by Geo. 
M’Dowell to tbe enemy’s line, in order to re- ( 
cover our dead and wounded, was refused by 
the enemy for the reason, probably, that they 
wished to conceal the position of their batu- 
teries. , - - ■ ! 

It may be well to state that Gen. If’Dowell, 
nt tbe commencement of tbo action was at 
Langster’s Point, on a visit to Col. Heiniale- 
mao’s command, and while on his way to 
Centreviiie, was informed of the battlei He 
immediately proceeded to tbe scene, bat did 
not arrive there until tbe firing bad ceased. 

Tbe movement towards Manassas Junction 
from Centreviiie was unauthorized, the order 
of march of Gen. Tyler’s division being lim¬ 
ited to tbe latter point, in order to awaira 
flank movement by Col.Heintzleman’s divii 
ion, which was at that time at Langster’s, on 
the line of the Manassas Railroad. * < 

Gen. Tyler having ascertained that masked 
batteries were ia the vicinity, he ordered a 
reeonnoisance oa his own responsibility.— 
The result of this was the discovering ot the 
battery, and although acquired by the toss ot 
life will probably be advautageona.. Besides 
a large body of onr troops have been, tried 
and by no means found wanting. The order 
to retire was given in consequence of the 
Federal battery having exhausted its shot 
and paanister.and tbe exhaustion of cavalry, 
which, a nder oommaod ot Captain Brackett, 
performed nano 4 . efficient service in the action. 
Tbe gallant Captain was at all times In ad- 
vanoe of his command, his men following 
him in fearless and determined spirit, bat 
want of water for homes, (a difficulty which

the fight devolving on the artillery and cav¬ 
alry. _ i : i . 

The entire portions of Col. Heintxelman’s 
command, which it ia nndiTstood was to flank 
the enemy on the sooth of Manassas Junc¬ 
tion at Brentsville, baa been removed to the 
vicinity of Centreviiie, and this portion of 
the eonntry is crowded with onr troops. The 
publicity ot more definite information re¬ 
garding the strength and their, anmhere 
would be injurious to the service. - - 

A deserter from the rebels, who arrived 
here this evening, states that onr fire oa the 
18ih created great havoc among the enemy, 
and but for the fact that they were rallied 
continually by Gen. Lee they would have re¬ 
tired. ' 

It is understood here that heavy gnns 
have been brought from the Junction to the 
scene of action by the rebels. 

There is some good reason to suppose from 
the large number of baggage wagons on tin- 
road coming from Strasburg to Manassas as 
observed through glasses and a reeonnoisance 
made by Lieot. Tompkins, that Johnston has 
succeeded in making his retreat good from 
Winchester, and is on his way to the Junc¬ 
tion to join tbe army at tbe latter place. At 
all events, each is the opinion in military 
circle* here. Although this will largely in¬ 
crease the Confederate army.it does not in the 
least deter, but only changes our military 
operations in that direction, as it hems in the 
main forces of the enemy between tbe ad¬ 
vances of Generals McDowell and Patteraou V 
command.

The Sontb fan* done much in the decaon- 
atrntion sf her independent nntienalitj. the 
bas in *he field a hundred and fifty thousand 
soldiers. She has fi na n ci al resource* abun¬ 
dant for tb* support ot this force aod for 
earryieg on the war indefinitely. She has 
anna, munition* of war. gener a ls and states- 
' men. Ho pow.-r on tbe face of the earth, of 
equal population, can compare with her in 
the dements of strength, and independence. 
Tbe only arm of power in which she is defi- 
\ , dent is a navy : but she bas many extmordi- 

- nary resources which compensate that want. 
She has crops and staples which enable her 
to command the respret aod consideration of 
tbe world. Two of her staple products 
alone Europe, would be glad to purchase at 
two hundred and fifteen millions ot dollars. 

All these things makes very good start to¬ 
wards independence. The North bas, in n 
moot significant manner, acknowledged her 
power by emfendng that four hundred thou¬ 
sand men and tour baud red millions ot dol¬ 
lars will be necessary to snbdoe her. It is 
-a right vigorous nationality that requires 
sack a preparation to suppress it. 

Onr recognition by tbe powers of tbe earth 
depends upon ourselves- We should covet 
■one bat such as oar own prowess shall com¬ 
mand. Interest and necessity might drive 
England and France to oar side for tbe pur¬ 
pose of procaring cotton; but oar dignity 
nod importance would be greater, more eo- 

- daring and secure, if it were altogether self- 
achieved. If onr independence were the 
achievement of Fra' ceand England, what ob¬ 
noxious obligations and complications won Id 
it not lead to? If it were accomplished by 
cotton instead of cannon. It would be the cot¬ 
ton States, and not the whole South, that 
would deserve tbe credit of success. 

Let ne not look abroad for reengnitioa.— 
Let ns not trust to France. Great Britain or 
to cotton. Let ns not expect success from 
the posecenion of a staple given oa by Provi¬ 
dence ; bat let ne hew oat oar independence 
by oar own right arms, owing it to prowess 
and ooodoct alone. Then shall we indred 
have n place *■ *h» r—* — — * — 1 -—it rf mm, 
>. item. We shall not rank as n parasite of 
England or France, or possess n dangerous 
importance, like the toad, from the jewel be 
. happens to carry in his head. Prndenoe and 
pride alike connsel that we shall fight our 
way through ihia difficulty bravely and per- 
■everingty, not looking for success to pur 
fOtmam or diplomacy. A few battles and vie 
torfes will be worth snore to ns than many 
yearn o ( cotton crops.

Jaly 17.—The advanee of the 
whole eorpt d’a m u a , e>*n*titnting tbe colnma 
under the command ef Brigadier General Mc¬ 
Dowell hi* thus tar proved a triumphant 
march. All that was expected or hoped to 
he accomidMted to-day waa dooe, aod almmt 
srithout th*« firing ot agon. Tbe Rebels have 
fled from their roiwacbiient*, end Fairf*x 
Court Houee. the late headquarters of Gen. 
M. 8. Bonham, of Sooth Carolina, ia in our 
pr.rnrr-r n Tbe Alabama and tbe Carolina 
brigade and a whole body of Rebel* io that 
neighborhood—varioo-ly eatimated^at from 
ten to fifteen thousand—took to their heels, 
aod foiled to offer any serious oppoekioo to 
ibe advaocing CJnioo army. The aneecss of 
the movement waa complete. * 

Tbe ord rbad been give* for tbe several 
divisions to make ibe attack anno tbe In¬ 
trenched line* of the Rebel* at aboat the same 

tiae_1 o'clock r. a.—aod promptly at one 

o’clock r. m. all the enemy’s works ia the 
neighborhood of Fairfax Court House were in 
our pnfoewioo. The advance waa made by 
toer different run tea leading toward Fairfax 
Court House aod directly toCeotreville. Tbe 
riftbt wing, composed of tbe first division, 
four brigades, und<r tbe command of G*-a. 
Tyler of Coaneeiicut, proceeded by tbe 
Georgetown turnpike. Tbe center, composed 
of (be stcond oiviriou. two brigades, under 
0*4. Ilauier. D. S. army, pruceod. d by the 
Lee»4mrg or Ceutrevile rood. The left wing 
wan compost*! of the third division, three brig¬ 
ades, under CoL S. P. Heietxleman, U. S. ar¬ 
my : and the fifth dirlsioa. two brigades, un¬ 
der Col. Dixoa 8. Mil**. D. S. army. Tbe 
Mih ditUtoe proceeded by the old Biwddock 
road, and the third by the Little River Tarn- 
pike. The fourth division, under Gen. Run¬ 
yan. ot New Jersey, constituted tbe reserve. 
There were in tbe 'whole column sixty-two 
regiments—about filly five thousand men— 
aud in tbe marching divunoua an aggregate 
ot forty-five thousand. 

Upon all these roads the Rebels had placed 
obsticcikms within a radius ot three miles 
from Fairfax Court Hou**, the headquarters 
of Gen. Bonham, of 8onth Carolina, wbo is 
styled in tbe orders of tbe Rebel eommasder- 
in Chief, “the commandant of tbe advance 
guaid of tbe Potomac.” There waa work for 
tbe ekirmiehera open all tbe roads, but in 
every instance, as soon aa tbe head of tbe ad¬ 
vancing colurnu made its appearance the Re¬ 
bel force retreated hastily, and in evident 
confusion. 

All tbe casualties reported at headquarters 
on onr ride are ooe officer and three men 
aligbily wounded. 

Gen. McDowell went forward at tbe bead 
of the entire column, the second division, 
under CoL Hauler, which was composed as 
follows: 

First Brigade —Commanded by Col. An¬ 
drew Porter, United States Army; Capt. 
Griffin’s battery United States artillery; three 
companies United States cavalry, under Ma¬ 
jor Palmer; a battalion of several companies 
of tbe First, Third and Eighth United Slates 
infantry, under Major Sykes: a battalion of 
United States marines, under Major Reynolds; 
and tbe Eighth, Fourteenth and Twenty-sev¬ 
enth regiments of New York volunteers. 

Second Brigade .—Commanded by Col. A. E. 
Burnside, ot tbe Rhode Island volunteer*, 
tbe Second Rhode Island battery ol flying 
artillery, one section of Captain Barry’s bat¬ 
tery of United States artillery, the Secpid 
regiment New Hampshire volunteers, and the 
Seventy-first regiment New York State mili¬ 
tia. 

This divirion marched with its Wt brigade 
in front, consequently putt ting Col. Burnside 
n advance. Tbe movement waa conducted 
riib care and decision. Tbe whole of tbe 
Second Rhode Island regiment were employ¬ 
ed as skirmishers in advance of the divirion. 
Tbelr tines extended from half a mile to two 
miles oo each side ot tbe road. The First 
Rhode Island regiment followed at tbe head 
of the division. After it came the Second 
Rhode Island battery and a section of Bar¬ 
ry’s twttery. This was followed by the Sec¬ 
ond New Hampshire aud Seventy-first New 
York regiments. 

The first brigade brongbt np the rear in 
the following order:—Griffin’s battery, Msj. 
Sykes’ United States Infantry, Msj. Rey¬ 
nolds’ United Stales Marines, aod tbe Four¬ 
teenth, Twenty-seventh aud Eighth New 
York volun’eers. ' 

In this order the center of the column left 
its bivonace. about six miles from Fairfax 
Court House, at ten o’clock ibis morning. 
The first barricade, made of trees tell* d aud 
thrown acro»* th«* road, delayed tbe head ot 
tbe division only a few minntea. This was 
encountend about three, miles from the 
Court liou-e. It waa cautiously examined 
by tbe skirmisbera, but no rigut of a rebel 
force was discovered. Tbe pioneers soon 
cleared tbe road with their axes. Tbe barri¬ 
cade was at the foot ot a long bill, tbe lop of 
which was covered with a dense thicket, af¬ 
fording an excellent ooven lor sharp fhoof- 
en. The second barricade was one of a aaifaju 
ilar character, and was cleared in a similar 
manner, occasioning only a lew minutes’ de¬ 
lay in ibe march. Tbe third barricade was 
more formidable. It wan at tbe entrance of 
a deep cot in the road, commencing about 
halfway up a steep bill, crowned on one 
ride with a thick wood* and on the other by 
ao open fl-ld. To pass this a road was made 
through tbe.field, enabling the army to pass 
around it. 

At this point there were stationed two 
hundred rebel cavalry, wbo, without waiting 
to ascertain tbe strength of tbe advancing 
force, fled upon tbe first appearance of our 
skirmishers, firing at them one rifle shot, 
which did no harm. 

Up to this print, about one mile from tbe 
Court House, the people living upon the 
roadside were at home qui* tty pursuing their 
usual avocations Tt)e first bouse beyond 
Ibis third barricade belonged to a man 
named Goodwin, wbo bad hastily left the 
premises when the rebel cavalry retreated. 

It was here ascertain'd that tbe division 
brnl reached a neighborhood thickly popula¬ 
ted with tbe most rabid rebels in tbe county, 
prominent among whom is one E quire 
Broadwater, a county magistrate; and also 
that about bait a mile ahead tbe rebels had 
a fortification erected, and a battery planted, 
which was defended by a force of two thous¬ 
and men, and that the rebel force in and 
around Fairfax Court House, guarding the 
different approaches, ammounfod to trout 
ten to fifteen thooaand men. Tbe fortifica¬ 
tion was encountered about half a mile from 
tbe Court House. It oonristed of a simple 
entrenchment, extending tor about tour hun¬ 
dred yards on each side of the rood. It was 
pierced for eight guns. Tbe embrasures 
were formed of sand bag*, and so placed as 
U> command the road. The fortification was 
at the top of a steep hill, at tbe toot of which 
meandered a small muddy creek. The trees 
upon the hill side for a distance of an eighth 
of a mile bad been cat down, so as to allow 
no cover from tbe guim of the fort. This 
fortification had been oocnpied for about 
three weeks by the Second and Third South 
Carolina regiments, under Gen. M. L. Bon¬ 
ham, tbe successor in Congress of tlrt noto¬ 
rious Brooks, aod the commandant of tbe 
advance guard of the Potomac. In approa¬ 
ching this point onr skirmishers bsd a brash , 
with thoi-e of the rebel*, in which a corporal 
of tbe Second Rhode Island regiment receiv- i 
ed a flesh wound in the thigh, aud a refrl of¬ 
ficer was captured by Capt. Dyer. , 

The advance ot Burnside’s brigade reach¬ 
ed the fortification in time to make one pris- ] 
oner, a South Carolina officer, who sum o- , 
dered to Ma|. Mission, paymaster of the Sec¬ 
ond Rhode Island Regiment. Tbe inside of i 
tbe fortification presented abundant eviden- , 
ces of tbe baste with which it bad been a ban- | 
doned by its late oocnpanla. Sacks of floor, 
meat, clotbiag, arms, tqnipmenta, and camp \ 
ntenrils were everywhere mattered over the j 
ground, and the camp Area, probably pre* i 
pared tor tbe noon meal, were still brightly , 
burning. The main body of this fbroe had ( 
left with haste only about two boon before ( 
tbe arrival of the head of onr column. Tbe t 
fortification itself was rudely constructed. s 
It bear* no comparison to the splendid | 
works, scientifically planned and erected by < 
the Union volunteer* on the bank of the Po- . 
tomac. It could have been easily taken by * 
a flank movement, for which there waa a butt- t 
dant opportunity, without exposing tbe an- , 
■allant* to tbe fir* of tbo guna in position 
behind the entrench menu, 

As the head of tbs division was approach- , 
lug the eaureoobmeot, sharp firing was beard 
on the left, which was afterwards ascertain¬ 
ed to have been occasioned by a skirmish be- ]

Soon afterwards CoL Marriott sent a detail 
| of tbe second New Hampshire Regiment, with 
r their regime n tal fi tg. to give its folds to the 
brerze from the bellry of the Court House. 
And the Court House bell, and tbe tavern 
bvtla ia tbe village, rang forth a merry peal, 

, aod thousands of Union soldiers already col¬ 
lected shouted a glad greeting as the glorious 
} old Stars and Stripes waved gracefully over 
the spot rendered infamously familiar as the 
headquarters of a band of traitors. - . * 

It was evident that the Rebel force recent¬ 
ly stationed ia the neighborhood bad been 
completely stampeded, and that those who 
sympathized with them bad run away at tbe 
same time for fear of the coo sequences of 
tbvir treason. Tbo proof of, the baste with 
which they had decamped, were everywhere 
visible. Many stores and dwellings were ten- 
antlesa. Tbe few inhabitants wbo remained, 
had a frightened appearance. 

Tbe advancing column waa accompanied 
by n Dumber of Union men, wbo had recent 
ly, with their families, been driven by tbe 
R -bels from their homes in this vicinity, and 
despoiled of tbelr property. These men, burn¬ 
ing with a desire to aveoge their wrongs, in¬ 
cited tbe aoidieiy to various sets of outrage 
upon tbe property of Rebels, which they 
pointed oat. in tbfo way a number of stores 
aod dwellings that had been deserted by their 
occupant*, were ransacked and pillaged; bat 
not a single occupied bouse was entered with¬ 
out leave, or ia any way despoiled. Guards 
were placed wherever requested by the citi¬ 
zens, and stringent measures were taken by 
by tbe commanding officers to prevent depre- 
datioos. Eight men of different regiments 
were arrested by tbe Provost Marshal, for 
■pillaging, and were sent back under guard to 
Alexandria. 

At Germantown, and also In the vicinity of 
Failfax Court House, several bouses ware set 
on fire and burned to the ground. 

One of tbe booses belonged to a man named 
Ashley, said to be a Union man, driven from 
that neighborhood by tbe Rebels soon after 
tbe fatal sortie in tbe village by Lieut. Tomp¬ 
kins. It was not gasetrtained whether these 
buildings bad been set on fire by tbe soldiers, 
or by the Union men wbo desired to avenge 
their injuries, or by Rebels wbo took this 
means to cast a stigma upon the Union force*; 
but General McDowell declared that tbe first 
soldier proved to have set fire to any build¬ 
ing should be summarily shot. It ia natural 
that men who have been driven from their 
homes by a vandal horde of traitors should 
be infuriated with tbe desire for vengeance, 
but such outrages as these sbonld be prevent¬ 
ed by onr commanding officers for tbe honor 
of tbe Government and tbe people they re¬ 
present. 

In- tbe village of Fairfax Court House a 
large amount ot tents, muskets, equipments, 
flour, bacon, and hospital stores, belonging 
to tbe rebel army were captured. 

Immediately upon tbe arrival of the Cen¬ 
tral Division at this point. General McDow¬ 
ell seut word to the divisions of Cols. Miles 
and Heintzleman, composing tbe left wing, 
to bait, aod himself and staff, escorted by a 
squadron of United States dragoons, proceed¬ 
ed to Germantown, where tbe division ef 
Gen. Tyler was baited. It was tbe purpose 
aud desire of Gen. McDowell to posh for¬ 
ward without delay to Centreviiie in pursuit 
of tbe retiring rebels, aud tbe men, wbo were 
disappointed at having come so far to thrash 
their eueini' S without finding any, were eager 
to go on; but they were really exbansted by 
a long, hot march over a dusty road, under a 
broiling ran, and prudence dictated tbat they 
should be allowed to rest, at least until even¬ 
ing. It is probable that they will go on eith¬ 
er lo-nigbt or in tbe morning, and continue 
this footrace -towards Ricomond a day’s 
march farther. 

Among the articles found snd taken poo- 
sesrtton of at Fairfax was an unopened latter- 
bug, well filled. It is not yet known wbriber 
it contained letters and correspondence to or 
Irom Fairfax. Its out tents, when examined, 
will probably open a fresh mine of treasona¬ 
ble correspondence. There were also found 

a •wter of *rmj utdero, QonpMlj *oi I 

regimental rolls and reports, showing the 
stlength of tbe force stationed at tbat point. 
There are some, curiosities among these 
prizes, and their being felt behind is a strong 
evidence ot tbe harry ia whiob tbe rebel* 
abandoned tits place. 

Wa‘hixqtox, July 21.—Tbo following bul-

station, about tour miles from Bull Run. 

F'Aiarax—11 A. M.—Rapid firing from 
heavy guus and frequent discharges oi mus¬ 
ketry. 

11:40 A. M.—Fighting very heavy aod ap¬ 
parently more on our left wing. 

11:5(1 A. M.—There is evidently a battle 
toward our left in the direction of Ball Run 
and liula north. Tbe firing is very rapid and 
heavy. 

1:45 P. M.—Heavy gnns again, and ap- 
parueutly musketry; heavy and nearer. 

2 P. M.—Tbe musketry is very heavy and 
drawing much nearer. There ia evidently a 
movement more to onr left. 

2:45 P. M.—The firing is a little farther eff, 
and apparently in the direction of tbe Junc¬ 
tion. There are less heavy gnns, and more 
light artillery, aa tar as I can judge. 

3 P. M.—The firing ceased tea minutes 
since. 

3:35 P. M.—Tbe firing has almost entirely 
ceased, and can only be beard with difficulty. 

I shall telegraph no more nolens there 
should be a renewal of tbe battle, wbicb bas 
been so gloriously fougbt for the old Stars 
and Stripes, and from all indications here our 
troops have, at least, stood their ground. 

3:50 P. M.—Our courier has not yet re¬ 
turned. Quartermaster Barton of tbe 2nd 
Michigan regiment bas just passed, and says 
that the officers, men aud dtizentis at Ceo- 
trevilli report tbat a general engagement of 
tbe whole line has taken place 3^ miles this 
side of Manassas, and tbat onr troops bad 
driven and forced tbe seoetwionists back to 
Manoassaa. We expect a oourier now every 
moment. 

4:45 P. M.—Two couriers have returned 
bat were unable to communicate in person 
with Gen. McDowell. One of tbe Couriers 
was on the field of battle. He says onr 
troops have taken three masked batteries and 
forced tbe Rebels to fall back and retire. He 
says tbe battle was general oa Boll Ran tor 
some distance. One of tbe batteries taken 
was in a wheat field and another at some dis¬ 
tance from it, aod a third still farther off. 

Tbe Tribane’s dispatch says tbat a desert¬ 
er reports the Rebels uerrly 80,000 strong, and 
tbat Johnston, with 17,000 men marched ia 
last night. They have 27 companies ot cav¬ 
alry. lie says tbat the first shell from oar 
batteries burst near Lee and Beauregard, ( 
killing a number of officers. 

5:20 P. M.—Tbe Federal troops bare won . 
the (fry. Tbe loss oo both sides is heavy, 
but tfe root of the rebels is complete. The 
batteries at Ball’s Ran are silenced, and two 
or three others taken. , 

5:40 P. M.—Tbe firing has ceased. We 
shall send another courier there in a few min- . 
ntes. Tbe Colonel went at 4 o’clock and will f 
be back soon. , 

Still Later —A report, not official, hut 
from an apparently reliable source, eays that 
the column under Hetntzelman has followed 
tbe rebels to Manassas Junction, and bas op¬ 
ened fire on their entrenchments and camps, . 
and was then shelling them. The cannona¬ 
ding can occasionally be beard .in Washing-. 
too aod Georgetown High is. Tbe headquar¬ 
ters of the army are inaccessible to-nigbt, tbe 
President and Cabinet being privately with 
Gen. Seott and staff and other distinguished 1 
gentlemen. - 

Intense excitement exists la the city. The .

It is not only 
nnstatesmsnlike, but it attacks principles ot con¬ 
stitutional law, in a way that is not flagitious, 
only because it is too contemptibly weak. The 
history of the bad revolution at the South is bad¬ 
ly told. There is a long, stumbling, limping, ar- 

S ment against the secession theor* that has been 
better done by many village editors, in off¬ 
hand-articles. There ere attempts at dry joking 
that are equally becoming the supposed dignity 
of tho office now held by Abe Lincoln, and the 
graritv of the situation of the country. He calls 
for 4U0.000 soldiers, and for 400,000,000 of dol¬ 
lars. That is the practical part of the reeom 
mends tione of this most beneficent administration 
inaugurated by aid of Protestant preachers, and 
of humanitarian abolitionist lecturers and editors. 

But there are two clauses of his Message that 
have a graver bearing.

Mr. Jefferson Davis of Mississippi, said: “If

South should be placed on a basis of perm tnent 
security, so that there may be hereafter no new 
agitation of tiw subject. He was willing to go 
far, as far os his principles would admit, to meet 
tiw North. But if nothing would satisfy the 
North short of the destruction of this insulation, 
than was the time for dissolution come; but let us 
separate peacefully, and with good feelings to¬ 
wards each other—let not the buttle fields of our 
Country be stained with the blood of brothers 
fighting against brothers. He trusted the danger 
would pass away, and that this agitation would 
turn out to be nothing more than the teniDorary 
struggle between politicians.” .

Again he says: “I understood the honorable 
8 enator from Michigan as standing upon tiw 
ground of non-iuterveution. If we oould have 
that, it would giv* the South the most we have 
claimed—that is, an equal right to go into all the 
territories—«U property being alike protected. In 
default of this, 1 have said that 1 would take the 
Missouri Compromise line, and that was my ul¬ 
timatum.” 16 Deb. 445. (18541.) 

Mr. Calhoun reiterated the same proposition, 
just sixteen days before his death, iu his great 
speech of March 4,1850, read for him to the Sen¬ 
ate by Mr. Mason. 16 Deb. 403. , 

During tiw pendency of this controversy on 
the Wilmot proviso. General Tavlor was elected 
President of tiw Uuited States; and, in bis first 
annual message (it was also his Inst; he died July 
9,1850,) he recommended tiw doctrine of popular 
sovereignty in the government of the Territories. 
He said: 

“The people of New Mexico win, it is believed, 
at no very distant period, present themselves for 
admission into the Uoion. Preparatory to the ad¬ 
mission ot California and New Mexico, tiw peo¬ 
ple of each will have instituted for themselves a 
republican form of government, laying its foun¬ 
dations iii such principles, and organizing its pow¬ 
ers in such form, as to them shall seem most like¬ 
ly to effect tlieir safety and happiness. 

“By awaiting their action, all causes of uneasi¬ 
ness may be avoided, and confidence and kind 
feeling preserved. With the view of maintaining 
the harmony end tranquility so dear to all, we 
should abstaiu from the introduction of these ex¬ 
citing topics of a sectional character, which have 
hitherto produced painful apprehensions to the 
public mind; and I repe.it foe solemn warning ol 
the first and most illustrious of my predecessors 
against furnishing any ground for characterizing 
parties by geographical discriminations." 16 Deb., 
p. 377. • . _. • „ . 

The recommendation was carried out. The 
struggle of foe South against tiw unjust proviso 
of W ilmot was terminated to its defeat by tiw 
passage of the great compromise- m ea su r es rec¬ 
ommended by tiw committee of thirteen,of which 
Mr. Clay was chairman, and in which the doctrine 
' of popular sovereignty was adopted as tiw settled 
policy for the future government of tiw Territo¬ 
ries ef tiw United 8 utm. Both tiw great Whig 
and Democratic parties, then tiw ruling parties iu 
tiw ooautry, almost uaauimouslv agreed to them, 
and the acts were approved by kr. Fikaore, thee 
tiw President of foe United States. Peace was 
again restored to the country.. it was only tiw 
Abolition party who seriously opposed tiw com¬ 
promise, end kept up disturbance to tiw nation. 

In tiw electiou of 1852, both General Scott, 
foe Whig candidate, and General Pierce, tiw 
Democratic, stood squarely ujam tiw compromise 
of 1850. It was ouly Hake and Julian,sow both 
Lincoln members of Congress, then tiw abolition 
Presidential candidates, that ran upon the Wil¬ 
mot Proviso exclusion pol.ry; aud their follow 
era were not sufficiently numerous to cause sen 
ous alarm. Tiw country was harmonious, pros¬ 
perous and happy.

We are in¬ 
formed that Mr. Haxtxt, Treasurer of State, 
who waa with the Governor ia Washington to 
rid in accomplishing ths arrangements we have 
alluded to, will return to tho National Capital 
hia morning with tho necessary vouchers to se 
cure the reimbursement of the sdrsncee already 
made by the State in rid of the General Gov¬ 
ernment.

This was discussed at some length, when the 
hoar of the special order arrived, and tha reaolu 
tion approving of the acta of the President was 
taken ap. 

Mr. Breckinridge, (opp.) of Kentucky, spoke 
at length in opposition to the resolution. He 
said, under ordinary circumstances he might con¬ 
tent himself simply with a vote: but now he 
thought it required to give expression to his 
views. It was proposed by resolution to declare 
the acts of the President: approve.!. Tl«e resolu¬ 
tion, in its fare, seems to admit that the acts of 
the President were not performed in accordance 
with the Constitution and the laws. If that were 
the case, then lie would be glad to have some rai¬ 
son assigned showing the power of Congress to 
indemnify the President for a breach of the Con¬ 
stitution. He denied that otia branch of the gov¬ 
ernment can indemnify public officers in another 
branch for violation of the Constitution and laws. 
The powers conferred on the government hy the 
people of the States are the measure of its au¬ 
thority. Thase powers are confided in different 
departments, and their boundaries are determined. 
The President has righto and powers conferred, 
end the Legislative Department its powers, and 
the Judicial Department its powers, and be de¬ 
nied that either con encroach on the other, or in¬ 
demnify the other for usurpations o( the power 
confided by tlie Constitution. Congress has no 
non right to make constitutional the uncondi¬ 
tional acts of the President, than the President 
to make valid the acta of the Supreme Conrt, 
encroaching on the executive power, or the Su 
pretue Court to make valid en set of the execu¬ 
tive eocroeching ou the judicial power. The res 
oiution substantially declares that Congress may 
add to the Constitution or take from it in a man¬ 
ner not provided by that instrument; that a bare 
majority can by resolution make that constitu¬ 
tional which fa unconstitutional by the same au¬ 
thority; so in whatever view the power granted 
by this resolution ia utterly aubversive of the Con¬ 
stitution. It might be well to ask if the Presi 
dent has assumed powers not conferred. He 
should confine himself to the acts an u mem ted in 
the resolution, acts which be declared to be usur¬ 
pations on the pert of the executive; and so far 
from approving the acts, he thought this high of¬ 
ficer should be rebuked by both houses of Con¬ 
gress.

upon the House. Mr. Lovejoy’sdifficalty wss, and 
geuerallv fa, be was not minding hie own busi¬ 
ness. There were several falsehoods implied in 
the string of resolutions which be offered. He 
reads ths New York Triban*, believes in it, be¬ 
come* hat headed and roars. At e moment when 
the thing to do fa to hush the petty discord of old 
controversies, and make war with all the power 
of the Gove nment, he rushes in to make con¬ 


stitution declares that Congress alone have power 
to declare war, yet the President has made war. 
In the last session the Senator from Illinois 
(Douglas) delivered a speech on the 15th of 
March, which he would read. He then read an 
extract of Mr. Douglas’ speech, declaring that 
tha President bod no right to make a blockade at 
New Orleans, or Charlsstoa, more than at Chi- 
cago. 

Hs also road from a speech of Daniel Webster, 
delivered in 1832, declaring that Gen. Jackson 
had iw right to blockade Charleston. He said he 
approved these sentiments uttered by these emi¬ 
nent statesmen, who were formerly regarded ss 
sound, and thought ths tims would again come 
when it would not he thought treason to maintain 
them. The resolution proceeds to approve the 
act of the President enlisting men for three end 
five years. By what authority of ths Constitu¬ 
tion and lews has he done this? The power fa 
notin the Constitution nor granted by law. There¬ 
fore it must be illegal and unconstitutional; again 
the President by his own will bos added immense 
ly to the army, whereas the Constitution says 
Congress alone have the power to reive armies. 
He has also added to the navy against the warrant 
of the Constitution. These acta are not efended 
on constitutional or legal grounds, and he pro¬ 
nounced them usurpations. This resolution goes 
on to recite that the President has suspsodsd ths 
writ of km be a* ernrpua, and proposes to ratify and 
make that valid. We hare a great deal of talk 
about rights—the rights of States, the rights of 
individuals, and some of them have been said to 
be shadowy and imaginary, but the right of every 
citizen to be arrested only by warrant of law, and 
his right to have his body brought before a judi¬ 
cial authority, in order that the grounds of that 
arrest may be determined on, is a real right. 
There can be do dispute about that. It fa the 
right of rights to all—high, low, rich or poor. It 
is especially the right of that dase which his Ex¬ 
cellency the President calls plain people. It is a 
right, the re* poet for which fa a me a :ure of pro¬ 
gress and civilization. It fa a right that has been 
struggled for, fought for, guarded by laws, and 
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fusion. His rsoolution that it fa not the duty of ^ ked U P “ constitutions. To have maintained 
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the United States Army to employ itself in re¬ 
turning fugitive slavee, insinuates that the army 
boa been engaged in that business, when it has 
not. The army has respected the laws of the 
States whteh it occupies. It has not mode war 
upoa the institution of slavery. That fa what 
hurts Mr. Lovfcjoy. He would bo happy to con¬ 
vert the wer for tho maintenance of the Govern¬ 
ment into a crusade against slavery, unconscious 
or careless of the fact that such a course would 
demoralise the North, end produce infinite losses 
and embarrassnteaU of ths most fatal description. 
The war haa one object, which fa clear os the sun 
—the establishment of the authority of the Na 
tional Government in all the States. There 
fa no purpose of subjugating States or emancipat¬ 
ing alarm. Mr. Lovejoy pro fes ses to be per 
pendicnlar in matters of principle. He 
thinks that he movm in e straight line, end what¬ 
ever he inpingee against must abide the conse¬ 
quences. If be were to makes journey, hesbould, 
to carry oat his notions, refuse to travel in a 

straight line. If he come* to s precipice, he must 
walkover. What of broken bones? He isn’t re¬ 
sponsible for the attraction of gravitation. Now, 
in troth, this bull-headednees that prides itself in 
straight lines, fa neither statesmanship nor good 
sense. And Mr. Lovejoy don't go straight in his 
movements, though he protends to do so. There 
never was n more tricky attempt to arrive at a 
point by indirection than he made in his resola- 
tioas. Dom any one suppose he meant merely to 
say it fa not the duty of oar soldiers to be slave 
catchers? That fa the way he worded it, and that 
is tha way H waa voted upon; but he intended to 
assert that the army should be employed in the 
extinction of slavery. If he had exp r es s ed his 
asesning honestly, there would have been perhaps 
a dozen votes cast f >r his roaolution The beauty 
of his course fa seen in the fact that he fa regard 
ed by Vallandigham, Burnett, and others, in the 
light of a comforter. He fa worth more than half 
a dozen secession votes to them. We don’t know 
how well he may fulfill the Divine injunction*. 
“Love your enemies.'* They certainly lore him.

It 
must not be inferred, however, that these feel¬ 
ings ore universal. On the contrary, the prevail¬

Again, Mr. President, 
although there are few of as hero who take the 
view of the constitution by this right, which I am 
advocating to-day, ] trust we will not, under any 
rireumrtonces, foil to protest in temperate but 
manly language against what we consider a usur¬ 
pation of the President. Let me call tho atten¬ 
tion of the 8enate briefly to other acta against 
which I protest in the name of the constitution 
and the people I r ep r esent. Yon have practically 
martial law all over this land. Tlie house* of 
private citizens are searched without warrant ot 
law. The right of the citizen to bear arms is 
rendered nugatory by their being taken from them 
without judicial process, end upon mere sus¬ 
picion. Individuals are seized without legal war¬ 
rant and imprisoned. The other day, since Con¬ 
gress met, a military officer in Baltimore appoint¬ 
ed a Marshal of that city. Will any man defend 
the act? D ie* it not overideall other law? Ia it 
not substituting the rule of a military command¬ 
er for the laws of the land? What more authority 
had this officer to appoint Marshal for the city of 
Baltimore than he had to appoint a pastor for one 
nf tleir congregation or a President for one nf 
their bank*? The Constitution guard* the |«eople 
against auy seizure without a warrant of judicial 
authority. Haa not the President of the United 
States, by one brood, s weeping act, laid hia hands 
upon the private correspondence ol the whole 
community? Who demands it, as conformable 

to the Constitution? 1 am told, air—end if I bud 
the power I would offer a resolution to inquire 
into it, in the name of the public liberties—1 am 
told that at this moment, in the jail in this city, 
there ore individuals who have been taken by 
military authorities from Maryland and other 
States, and now lie hero and can not get out, and 
in some inatanrea they have actually been forgot¬ 
ten. I was toM of one instance where a man was 
put Hi jail hero and forgotten. Hia friends made 
application at one of the Departments, and they 
looked into the ease and found nothing against 
him, and he waa discharged. But, in the rush of 


it by arms, to have suffered for it, then to have it 
established on foundations so immutable that the 
authority of tlie sovereign could not shake it, ia 
the chief glory of the British people, from whom 
we derive it. In England the Legislative power 
alone cau suspend it. The monarch of England 
can not suspend that right. But the trans- Atlan¬ 
tic freemen seem to be eager to approve and rati¬ 
fy acta which a European monarch dare not per¬ 
form. It needs no legal argument to show that 
the President can not suspend the writ of habeas 
carpai. 1 content myself with referring to tlie 
fact, that it is classed amoug the legislative 
powers by the Constitution. And that article 
conferring powers on the President touches not 
the question. I may add that upou no occasion 
haa it ever been asserted in Congress, so for as I 
recollect, that this power exists on the part of 
the Executive. On one occasion Mr. Jefferson 
thought the time had arrived when the writ might 
be suspended, but he did not undertake to do it 
himself, aud did not even recommend it. He 
submitted it to Congress, and in the long debates 
which followed there was not the least intimation 
dial the power belonged to the Executive. 1 then 
point to the Constitution, end ask Senators from 
what clause they deduce the right, by any lair con¬ 
struction of the instrument itself, what part con¬ 
fers tie power on the President? Surely not 
that clause which enjoins him to take care of the 
constitution and the laws, and faithfully to ex¬ 
ecute tliem. The most eminent commentators 
of the constitution declare it to be a legislative 
right. The opinion of the present Chief Justice, 
which has never beeu answered, makes all further 
argument idle and superfluous; and one of die 
worst signs of the times fa the manner in which 
that opinion ba*. lieen received. A subordinate 
military officer in Baltimore arrests a private citi¬ 
zen and confines him in a fortress. His friends 
get a writ of habeai corpus, but it can not lie ex¬ 
ecuted. The Chief J ustice then gives hia opinion, 
which is commended, not only by the profession 
of which he fa so great sn ornament, but by all 
thoughful men in the country. Tlie newspapers 
of tiie country, and the men excited hy.violent 
passions, bevs denounced the Chief Justice, but 
have not answered his opinion. There it stands 
one of those productions which will add to bis re¬ 
nown. Tiie abuse of the press, and the refusal 
to respect just authority, and the attempt to make 
that high judicial officer odious, will yet recoil on 
these men. I honor him tor the courage with 
which be did his duty, as well as for the calm aud 
temperate manner in which he performed it. I 
am glad he yet remains among us, a man so re¬ 
markable for bis honored length of rears and his 
eminent public services, and for the rectitude of 
his private life, that he may be justly ranked 
among the most illustrious Americans of our 
day. Yon propose to mnke this act of the Presi¬ 
dent valid without making a defense of it; either 
on legal or constitutional grounds. What would

Oaxvxtt was Killed.—G eneral 
Garnett was shot by a Sergeant of the 7th Indi¬ 
ana regiment, named Burlingliame, at a distance 
of about two hundred varus. Only one man, 
says the Wheeling IntAligencer, was near the 
General at tlie time, a beardless young man from 
Georgia, the troops having rafurinl to rally. The 
Georgian was also killed at We same instant, hs 
and his companion falling in differsnt directions, 
fast to feet.—Giactaasti Gazette. 


Th* Esgsfszinil mt Corrtck’a fiord. 

The correspondent of We Cincinnati (Commer¬ 
cial gives We following interesting and graphic 
account of We engagement at Corrick’s Ford: 

At last we emerged from We Laurel Moun¬ 
tains, and came out on the Cheat River at Kah- 
ter’s Ford, about twelve miles from, and due 
auuth from St. George. It was Wen noon. Oor 
advance consisted of the Ohio 14th, Col. Steed- 
man, 750; Col. MiiroyV 9th Indiana, 500; Col. 
Dumont’s 7th Indiana, 550, and two pie* es artil¬ 
lery, with 40 men—the tot il being 1.C4H. Tlie 
reserve was an hour or more behind, their march 
being doubly wearisome because of the necessary 
halts, and roads made worse by those who hail 
preceded them. 

The boys were glad to plunge into We ford, as 
the swift flowing water of the Main Cheat purged 
them of heavy loads of mud with which most 
were plastered to their waistbands. Emerging 
from the ford, our advance came in sight of We 
rear of the lugitive army, at tlie second ford be¬ 
low, where their baggage train was at rest, and 
their infantry drawn up to protect it. Tlie ad 
vance regiment halted till Dumont’s and tlie 
artilienr came up to their support, when the un¬ 
lucky firing of a gun by one of our men set tlie 
whole body in motion. 

The chase now became highly exciting. Tlie 
rebels pitched the rest of their camp equipage 
into the bushes; the officers threw their trunks, 
containing tlieir personal effects, into the gullies 
and ravines, ami the privates gave up their blan¬ 
kets, knapsacks and canteens to tlie inexorable 
necessity of fighting or retreating, and they pre¬ 
ferred the latter. Our advance pushed them so 
hard that they formed in line aud commenced a 
scattering fire, when our artillery opened on them, 
and they instantly renewed their stampede. This 
stand, however, had given their baggnge train 
time to get under way. Tlie pursuit was hotly 
kept up for three miles, and they showed as won¬ 
derful an agility in flight as Porterfield’s army at 
Phillippa. 

Within a mile of the next ford, the mountain 

recedes on both sides from the river. Tlie most 
of this comparatively level bottom land is com 
prised in the farm of Mr. James Corrick, and the 
fords are known by his name. In crossing the 
first of these fords to the right side ot the river 
(as we were advancing) one of tlieir wagons 
mired, and those in the rear had to halt until it 
could be relieved. The rebels meantime drew up 
in line on the opposite side in au oat field, ami 
were concealed by a rail fence and the frees and 
bushes fringing that bank of the riw. Tlie bluff 
is from fifty to eighty feet higher than the land 
on the opposite side, down which the Ohio 14th 
was advancing, with Capt. Mow’s company thrown 

out as skirmishers. Aa tlie skirmishers pressed 
on toward the ford, the teamsters cried out, 
"Don’t shoot! don’t shoot! We are going to 
surrender.” The Captain then called to tlie 
Colonel, “Come on. Colonel Steedman, they 
are going to surrender,” and the regiment was 
ordered to advance at a double quick. As be 
came opposite the bank where the rebels were 
drawn up, General Garnett cried. “Three cheers 
for Jeff. Davis,” and that instant the wliole 
line was a blaze of light, as they poured a 
destructive volley upon the 14th. The men 
came to an instant halt, and returned the 
oompliment wituout changing position, and then 
advanced nearer the river, taking position behind 
a worn out fence. The rebel battery then opened 
fire, and Barnett’s artilienr was ordered up. Tke 
action became general. Millruy’s regiment case 
up to Steed man’s support, but were compelled to 
deliver an oblique fire. Capt. Benham then or¬ 
dered Dumont’s six companies to cross the river 
about 300 jar Is above tits ford, pass obliquely 
up tine hill from our right, and Uke the euemy in 
tlie rear. The bank was exceedingly steep, 
almost perpendicular, but two companies had suc¬ 
ceeded in clambering up, when the order was 

countermanded, and CpI. Dumont ordered down 
the river to the ford, under cover of the height on 
their side, and protected by the fire from Steed 
man’s and Millroy’a regiments, to take them in 
front at the road. The Colonel executed this 
order in gallant style. His line instantly formed 
and marched down the bed of the river, where the 
water was frequently waist deep, and the moment 
the head of hiscolumn appeared the rebels ceased 
firing along the entire line, and stampeded through 
a wheat field down to the second font, the officers I 
vainly frying to rally them. 

Gen. Garnett was the last to cross the ford, 
which he did on foot, and stood by tlie river shore 
waving his haitdkerchief, and calling them to 
come back and dispute the passage of tlie ford. 
Major Gordon, of the U. S. army, at this mo¬ 
ment appeared on the opposite side which the 
rebels had just left, and seeing them huddled in 
the road, called to the advance of Dumont's com¬ 
mand, which was rushing along like a whikiwind, 
to come on. Gen. Garnett directed the attention 
of his panic-stricken rear to the Major, and a volley 
of bullets fell thick as hail around him, many 
lodging in the sycamore stump on which he was 
standing. The Major at the same time saw Gar 
nett, and pointing him out to a squad of Captain 
Ferry’s company. Sergeant Burlingame drew a 
deliberate sight on the General and fired. He 
was seen to throw up bis hands and fall back on 
the sand. At the same instant, almost the only 
man who had the pluck to stand by the General, 
(a Georgian, be it said, to the shame of the chiv¬ 
alry of Virginia,) fell dead by his side. Du 
moat’s regiment had come up in much less time 
tnan it has taken to record this event, and poured 
a raking fire Into the enemy, who made a stand 
of some ten minutes, during which tlie Are was 
sharp on both sides, and then they ran, crowding 
upon each other in the wildest confusion. Du¬ 
mont’s regiment crossed the font, and chased 
them two miles up the St. George road, where 
they gave out from absolute exhaustion, and bi¬ 
vouacked for the fright 

Major Gordon had crossed the ford in the mesa- 
time, and came up to General Garnett, who wu 
in the last agony of death. He discovered his 
rank by the star on his shoulder*!rap, closed his 
eyes, and seising a linen handkerchief from an 
Indiana boy, tied up his face and composed his 
limbs. 

The action was over. Tlie reserve of the army 
came up soon after, and each regiment was as¬ 
signed quarters on the b tttle field, built rousing 
fires and proceeded to dry their clothe.*. Tke 
wounded of our own aud th* rebel forces were 
carried off on litters to hospital quarters, where 
they received immediate surgical aid, while tke 
dead were collected and a guard placed over tliem 
for the night. 

The kiss in killed and wounded fell entirely 
upon the Ohio 14th; they occupied the post of 
danger, and behaved like veterans under the fire 
of infantry and artillery. There was no flinch¬ 
ing, but on the contrary a coolness and determi¬ 
nation not only clwracteristic of th* men, but 
their gaHant Colonel, who rode np and down the 
ranks c heeri ng litem on, ae regardless of danger 
as though by his own fire side. Captain Benham, 
in his plain brown suit, walked his horse op and 
down the ranks, giving his orders clearly and 
calmly as in the terrible day of Buena Vista, 
while tlie chivalric Col. Milroy chafed like a lion 
liecause his now famous regiment could not be 
brought into direct collision with the enemy.

We eaptered two Hand of colors, ene of the 
Georgia regiment; one rifled cannon, forty loaded 
wagons, hundreds of muskets and side arms, the 
army chest, but how valuable I did not learn, with 
any amount of personal effect* and military equip¬ 
ment*. 

This action must speak for itself. To pursue 
and overtake au enemy having twelve hours the 
advance; making a furred march of nearly thirty 
miles in less than twenty-four hours, over the 
worst of roads, and with scarcely a mouthful of 
food for tiie men—some, indeed, being thirty six 
hours without nourishment; fight a battle, cut off 
the baggage train, capture the cannon and rout 
the enemy, is not a feat of every day record, even 
in times of war. All honor to the gallant sol¬ 
diers from Indians and Ohio, and the true men 
ot Virginia! They prove themxelvee worthy of 
the inheritance their fathers bequeathed to them, 
and as ready to sacrifice their lives to pre s erve as 

their sire* were to establish the independence of 

the peaple aud the Union ef the States!
